Knights of Subordinate Commanderies, whereupon the RBs 
Grand Commander proceeded to open the Grand Commandery 
in ample form, assisted by the other Grand Officers and mem- 
bers present, the Sir Knights being led in their devotions by 
Em.. Sir R. Perry Bush, Grand Prelate, after which the R.. Ee. 
Grand Commander declared the Grand Commandery of Knights 
Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island duly opened and 
ready for the despatch of business.

ANNUAL CONCLAVE 


On motion, the reading of the records of the Annual Con- 
clave of 1912 was dispensed with, they having been printed. 
and distributed, and they were approved as printed. 


DISTINGUISHED VISITORS PRESENT 


The Right Eminent Grand Commander directed the Grand 
Warder to retire and ascertain if there were any visitors in 
waiting for the purpose of attending this Semi-Annual Conclave. 
The Grand Warder having attended to his duty presently 
returned and announced that there was in waiting in an adjoin- 
ing apartment Most Eminent Sir William Bromwell Melish, 
Grand Master of the Grand Encampment of the United States, 
who was present for the purpose of paying this Grand Com- 
mandery a fraternal visit, and that he was accompanied by 
Very Eminent Sir Leonidas P. Newby, Grand Standard Bearer 
of the Grand Encampment of the United States. 

The Right Eminent Grand Commander directed the Grand 
Warder to convey to Most Eminent Sir Melish his personal 
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compliments and his pleasure at having his presence announced 
and that he would wait upon him by committee and escort. 

The Grand Commander appointed as a committee to retire 
and escort the distinguished visitors into the Asylum, all the 
Past Grand Commanders present, who having performed their 
duty entered the Asylum, when Most Eminent Sir Melish was 
welcomed by the Grand Commander, who conveyed to him 
assurances of the loyalty of the Grand Commandery to the 
Grand Encampment of the United States, and his hearty appre- 
ciation of the honor conferred upon this Grand Commandery 
by the presence of the Most Eminent Grand Master. 

Most Eminent Sir Melish responded briefly to the words 
of Grand Commander Nagle, assuring the fraters present of 
his pleasure and delight at being present in this, the oldest 
Grand Commandery under the jurisdiction of the Grand 
Encampment.

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Among those of our loved ones who have been called to muster 
in the Grand Commandery above, are two of our beloved Past 
Grand Commanders, Charles Adams Stott and Lafayette 
Gilbert Blair, and a number of others who, while never attain- 
ing the high rank of the fraters just named, have won an equal 
place in our hearts, and whose lives and examples will continue 
to live in our memories. 


RIGHT EMINENT SIR CHARLES ADAMS STOTT 
; In Memoriam 


Right Eminent Sir Charles Adams Stott was born in Dracut, 
Massachusetts, August 18, 1835, the only child of Charles 
and Sarah MacAdams Stott. He died at his home at Lowell, 
Thursday, October 31, 1912. 

He was descended from a sturdy and respectable English 
ancestry, which belonged to that class of immigration, the 
members of which, by their honesty of purpose, fortitude 
under trial, and sense of responsibility, have done so much to 
improve the condition, develop the energies, and broaden the 
resources of their adopted country. 

His father, Charles Stott, was born in Rochdale, England, 
August 21, 1799, and came to America in 1826, finally settling 
in Dracut in 1828, where, in company with Joseph Garnet, 
Robert Whittaker, and a Mr. Fittin, he hired an old woolen 
mill and machinery at the ‘Navy Yard,” in which he carried 
on the woolen business for four or five years, afterwards assum- 
ing the agency of the Belvidere Woolen Mills of Lowell, inwhich 
position he continued until his death, in 1882. He also built 
the Stirling Mills. 

Thus the Stott name was identified with the earliest begin- 
nings of the woolen industry in Lowell, and Major Stott con- 
tinued in his father’s business. 

He received his education in the public schools of Lowell, 
being graduated from the high school. His first occupation 
was in the hardware store of Burbank & Chase, and then for 
one year as clerk in the counting room of the Merrimack Manu- 
facturing Co. Going to the Belvidere Woolen Mills in 1856, 
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he occupied the position of clerk and paymaster until his 
father’s death, in 1882, when he succeeded him as agent and 
treasurer. 

Major Stott, previous to the War of the Rebellion, was 
captain of Company H, Sixth Regiment, M.V.M.., and upon 
that regiment’s enlistment he was mustered in as its major, 
serving during his nine months’ service under Colonel Follans- 
bee, at Suffolk, Virginia. 

He was a member of High Street: Congregational Church, 
and had given much of his time and effort to the affairs of the 
church. His was always the familiar figure at the social affairs 
of the church, being uniformly either the presiding officer, 
toastmaster, or principal speaker. 

He married first Mary E., daughter of George W. Bean, of 
Lowell. They had one daughter, Lilla A., born July 24, 1858. 
His wife died in December, 1860, and on December 3, 1863, 
he married Lizzie Williams, of Concord, New Hampshire, who, 
with their four children, Mrs. Frank W. Howe, Miss Edith Stott, 
Charles W. Stott, and Miss Marion Stott, survives him. ; 

Major Stott was a prominent member of the Masonic fra- 
ternity, with which organization he was connected for over 
fifty years, having received his degrees m Pentucket Lodge, 
December, 1859. He was a member of Kilwinning Lodge, 
joining that lodge as a charter member in 1866. Exalted a 
member of Mt. Horeb Royal Arch Chapter February 16, 1861; 
of Ahasuerus Council October 1, 1866; Past Commander of 
Pilgrim Commandery in 1867 and 1868; elected Grand Senior 
Warden of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island in 1867, serving as 
Grand Captain-General and Grand Generalissimo and elected 
Grand Commander in 1873; member of the Massachusetts 
Consistory and honorary member of the Supreme Council, 
Scottish Rite, of thirty-third degree; member of Massachusetts 
Commandery, Loyal Legion; Post 42, G.A.R., of which he 


was commander in 1874 and 1875; and member of The Club, 


of Lowell, Lowell Board of Trade, National Association of Wool 
Manufacturers of Boston; director in the Prescott N ational 
Bank, president of the Lowell Mutual Fire Insurance Company, 
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and an honorary member of the Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island Association of Knights Templars Commanders. 

In politics he was a Republican and took an active part in 
both State and city politics, rendering valuable service in many 
official positions. He was a member of the common council 
in 1859-60, of the State Legislature in 1867, of the board of 
aldermen in 1869-70, and was mayor of the city in 1876-77. 
He became chairman of the Republican State Committee in 
1881-82. He was chosen presidential elector in 1884. 

Major Stott was one of the best known men in Lowell. 
Noted for energy in any cause he undertook and the unfailing 
geniality of his personality, he counted among his friends an 
ever widening circle. His home life was charming and his 
public life stainless. In his death this Grand Body loses one 
more of its old-time leaders and his associates a valued friend. 

Simple but impressive services were held at 2.30 o’clock, 
Sunday, November 3d, at the family residence. The house 
was filled to overflowing by a gathering that represented but a 
small portion of the many friends that Major Stott had made 
in his long and useful life of service in Lowell, including 
delegations from many fraternal and civic bodies that counted 
him among their esteemed members. Rev. Allan Conan 
Ferrin, pastor of the High Street Congregational Church, 
assisted by Rev. Appleton Grannis, rector of St. Anne’s Epis- 
copal Church, conducted the services, which were marked by 
a simplicity characteristic of the life of the deceased. The 
Weber male quartet of Boston assisted. At the grave Post 
42, G.A.R., performed their military services and taps was 
sounded. 

The delegations present represented the Grand Commandery 
of Knights Templars of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, the 
Lowell cemetery trustees, Post 42, G.A.R., directors of the 
Lowell Mutual Fire Insurance Co., trustees of Rogers Hall 
School, Massachusetts Mutual Fire Insurance Union, Pilgrim 
Commandery, Royal Arch Chapter, Kilwinning Lodge, A. F. 
and A. M., and Ahasuerus Council. The city was represented 
by His Honor Mayor James E. O’Donnell and the city 
council. 
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The honorary bearers were C. C. Hutchinson, F. W. 
Kittredge, A. G. Cumnock, A. G. Pollard, N. W. Norcross, 
C. L. Knapp, E. E. Sawyer, C. W. Whidden, and Joseph Pea- 
body. The active bearers were members of the various Masonic 
bodies, and were Arthur D. Prince, Maj. Charles J. Noyes, 
Frank L. Weaver, James F. Savage, Herbert C. Taft, Frank 
K. Stearns, Charles H. Hobson, and Charles E. Bartlett. 

Mrs. Charles A. Stott and family acknowledged with grateful 
appreciation the kind expression of our sympathy and the 
beautiful flowers sent im loving memory. 


RIGHT EMINENT SIR LAFAYETTE GILBERT BLAIR 
In Memoriam 


Right Eminent Sir Lafayette G. Blair was born May 8, 1849, 
in Cumberland, Maryland, the son of Mr. and Mrs. David G. 
Blair. He died at his home, 50 Bailey Road, Watertown, 
Massachusetts, at 11.15 a.at., December 7th, being the third 
Past Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery, KT, 
to be taken by death within a year. Mr. Blair was a resident 
of the town for many years, having served the city as one of 
its selectmen. He was a distinguished citizen and a prominent 
member of the bar. P : 

His father came from Waynesboro, Pennsylvania, and his 
mother was Miss Mary J. Pierpont, of Baltimore, formerly of 


* Virginia. There were five other children, Miss Mary P. Blair, 


of Cambridge, Charles W., of Eureka, Arkansas, Wesley G.; 
of St. Louis, Frank S., of Kansas City, Minnesota, and David 
I., who is also living in the West. , ; 
The parents moved to Kansas City when Mr. Blair was in 
his youth, and he was brought up in that city. He came East 
in 1870, and entered Phillips Exeter Academy, graduating in 
1874. He was of the Harvard class of 1878, and from that 
university he received the degree of A.B. He studied law in 
Boston University, also in the office of Hale & Walcott, and 
was admitted to the bar in 1881. He has practised in Boston 
ever since and had an office in the Tremont Building. He was 
married June 30, 1887, to Miss Emma Augusta Coon, in Cam- 
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bridge, Rev. Dr. Peabody officiating. Mrs. Blair is living, with 
two sons, Pierpont, born June 7, 1888, a graduate of Harvard, 
1911, and Floyd Gilbert, born March 30, 1891, a Harvard 
senior. 

In Freemasonry Mr. Blair had attained the thirty-second 
degree in the Scottish Rite, and had become prominent in the 
Craft, Capitular, and Templar bodies. He was enrolled in Mt. 
Olivet Lodge of Cambridge, November 21, 1878, and six years 
later was chosen its presiding officer. He declined election for a 
second term. He was high priest of Cambridge R. A. Chapter 
in 1889 and 1890, and was made a life member in the latter 
year. He joined that body June 9, 1882. 

From March 1, 1886, when he was knighted in Joseph 
Warren Commandery, K. T., of Roxbury, his rise in Templary 
was steady. He was designated a Captain of the Guard in 
1886 and 1887, and was Warden the two following years. He 
dimitted to become a charter member of Cambridge Command- 
ery September 1, 1890, and was its first Generalissimo. In 
1891 and 1892 he was the Eminent Commander. His first 
office in the Grand Commandery was that of Grand Lecturer, 
to which he was appointed in 1903, and he was successively 
Sword Bearer and Standard Bearer. His first election was to 
the position of Grand Junior Warden, and he passed upward 
year by year, until he was chosen Grand Commander at the 
annual conclave in 1911, retiring last October. Of the Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island Association of Knight Templar 
Commanders he was vice-president in 1899 and president the 
next two years. 

The Scottish Rite bodies to which he gave allegiance were 
Boston Lafayette Lodge of Perfection, fourteenth degree; Giles 
F. Yates Council, P. of J., sixteenth degree; Mt. Olivet Chapter 
of Rose Croix, eighteenth degree; Massachusetts Consistory, 
thirty-second degree, the latter since April 28, 1905. 

He joined Aleppo Temple of the Mystic Shrine December 3, 
1903. Putnam Lodge, A. F. & A. M., South Shore Commandery, 
and Quincy Commandery, K. T., conferred honorary member- 
ship upon him. As Grand Commander he signed the charter 
of the latter organization. 
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Mr. Blair was a member of the Boston and Middlesex Bar 
Associations, the Boston Club and Harvard Club, and an associ- 
ate member of Edward W. Kinsley Post, G.A.R. 

In keeping with the expressed wish of Past Grand Com- 
mander Lafayette G. Blair, his funeral was conducted under 
the direction of the Grand Commandery, K.T. The services 
took place at the family home Wednesday, December 11th, 
and were very largely attended by members of the various 
Masonic organizations with which Mr. Blair had been affiliated. 

There were, in addition, men prominent in professional and 
business circles, all of whom were intimately acquainted with 
him, for he was one of the prominent members of the Boston 
bar. Among the residents of his town Mr. Blair was held in 
the highest esteem, as was attested by the large number of 
neighbors who assembled to pay their last tribute of respect. 

The parlor where the body reposed was massed with flowers 
of various designs, the most noticeable being those emblematic 
of the branches of Masonry to which Mr. Blair had given 
allegiance. These were from the Grand Commandery, Cam- 
bridge, Gethsemane, Joseph Warren, Quincy, and South Shore 
Commanderies, K. T.; Mt. Olivet Lodge, of which he was a 
Past Master; Cambridge R. A. Chapter, over which he had 
presided; Pequossette Masonic Lodge, B. H. L., Masonic Club, 
Aleppo Temple of the Mystic Shrine, Harvard Chapter of 
Acacia and Class of 1878, Harvard University. 

A special conclave of the Grand Commandery was held in 
the Masonic Temple, Boston, and the Grand Officers arrived 
in Watertown shortly before the time set for the funeral. They 
included: Right Eminent Frank L. Nagle, G.C.; Very Eminent 
William W. Johnson, D.G.C.; Walter F. Medding, G.G.; 
Frederick I. Dana, G.C.G.; Samuel D. Sherwood, G.S.W.; 
Right Eminent E. Bentley Young, (P.G.C.) G.T.; Benjamin 
W. Rowell, G.R.; Rev. Dr. R. Perry Bush, G.P.; Asa C. 
Jewett, G.W.; Harry G. Pollard, G.C. of G.; Isaac Chace, 

Frank T. Pearce, Albert W. Fay, and Charles R. Hunt, G.L.; 
Right Eminent William H. H. Soule, Charles I. Litchfield, and 
Walter W. Burnham, P.G.C.; Charles E. Pierce, P.G.S.B., 
who was Grand Warder for Grand Commander Blair. 
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Rev. George G. Mills, pastor of the First Unitarian Church, 
conducted a brief service. The burial service of the Knights 
Templars followed, with Grand Commander Nagle presiding. 

At the funeral were delegations from Cambridge Command-

He was a thirty-second degree Mason and was Department 
Commander of the Rhode Island G.A.R. in 1909-1910.

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Brother Pinkham was born June 19, 1856, at Farmington, 
New Hampshire.

During his early boyhood his parents moved to Haverhill, 
Massachusetts. He attended school in his native town and 
in Haverhill, later engaging in business with his father, whom 
he succeeded, continuing in the same until his death. 

On July 17, 1879, he married Mae Warner Carr. Four 
children came to bless this union, one son and three daughters. 
A widow and two daughters survive him. 

Brother Pinkham was always actively interested in the wel- 
fare of his city, having served as alderman two terms and 
postmaster for eight years. He was also a director of the Mer- 
chants’ National Bank, and at one time a trustee of the Pen- 
tucket Club. 

In Freemasonry, Brother Pinkham received the Master 
Mason degree in Saggahew Lodge, January 28, 1884; he was 
made a Royal Arch Mason in Pentucket Chapter October 7, 
1886; he was made a Royal and Select Master in Haverhill 
Council, October 20, 1888; he received the Orders of Knight- 
hood in Haverhill Commandery, No. 14, March 6, 1888, serving 
in the office of Senior Warden in 1896-1897; Captain General 
in 1898-1899; Generalissimo, 1900-1901, and Eminent Com- 
mander, 1902-1903. He received the Ancient Accepted Scottish 
Rite degrees in Merrimack Valley Lodge of Perfection, Giles 
F. Yates Council of Princes of Jerusalem, Mount Olivet Chapter 
of Rose Croix, and Massachusetts Consistory. 

Simple but impressive funeral services were held at the family 
home on Wednesday afternoon, January 15, from 12 to 2 p.m. 
The body lay in state, guarded by the Past Eminent Com- 
manders of Haverhill Commandery. The throngs that filled 
the house before and during the service attested the love of 
neighbors and friends; while the presence of numerous Ma- 
sonic organizations and representatives of other organizations, 
civil, politicial, social, and commerical, evidenced the respect 
and love which all had for him. The floral offerings were 
profuse and appropriate. 

Brother Pinkham was a man of unassuming manners and 
practised none of those arts by which men hope to win popular- 
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ity. On near approach, however, he was found to be possessed 
of the kindliest traits of character, with a breadth of sympathy 
which ‘covered ‘‘all sorts and conditions of men.” And his 
was practical sympathy, for he was not only deeply interested 
in the philanthropic movements of the day, but was always 
willing to lend a helpful hand to promote their success. He 
deserved all the more credit for this, inasmuch as his life was 
a very busy one, and he might well have engaged in the multi- 
tudinous details of his affairs. Nor did he give a merely per- 
functory attention to his duties as a Mason, but was notably 
regular in his attendance at meetings, and took an active 
interest in all matters that touched the welfare of the insti- 
tution. On social and festive occasions he was a genial and 
welcome companion, ready to contribute his share to the wit 
and merriment -of the proceedings, and as a true lover of 
hospitality, he delighted in gathering a group of his Masonic 
brethren around his own pleasant board. .

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DISPENSATIONS REFUSED 


A request from Commandery of Boston to change 
their stated conclave from December 25th to December 23d. 
Dispensation was not granted, as it was contrary to the statute. 
I recommended that they hold a special meeting on December 
23d, at which time they could transact whatever business they 
would specify on their notice, and issue a call for the regular 
meeting and adjourn for want of aquorum. The two meetings 
were held as recommended. 

A communication from Commandery, requesting per- 
mission to receive applications at a special meeting, and ballot 
on same at their next regular meeting, one week from that 
date. Same was refused most emphatically, and the attention 
of the Commander drawn to Section 111 of the Grand 
Encampment. 

An almost identical request from another Commandery to 
receive and elect at special meetings, to which I replied as 
follows: 

Applications can neither be received nor acted upon except 
at stated conclaves. This is in compliance with Section 111 
of the Constitution of the Grand Encampment, and I must 
therefore refuse to grant your request. The law is very 
clear on this point, and I have no authority to change or 
modify it.

A communication from a Commandery asking for a dispen- 
sation to receive a petition and confer the degrees on a 
naval officer who will be in Boston port with his vessel for about 
three months, this being the longest duty he has had for years. 
This being contrary to the Statutes of the Grand Encampment, 
the dispensation was refused, the law plainly stating a residence 
of an applicant must be six months. 

(Section 112 of the Grand Encampment.) 
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A GOOD SETTLEMENT 


An unsettled matter, which has been hanging for quite a 
while, and which I inherited from my immediate predecessor, 
has been finally settled and disposed of in a manner satisfactory 
to all concerned. 

Commandery A entered a complaint against Commandery B 
for electing and conferring the degrees upon a candidate whom 
they claimed lived in their jurisdiction. Some work had been 
performed by my predecessor in office, but it was handed over 
to me in a very unfinished state. I investigated the subject 
thoroughly, had a number of conferences with the councils of 
the two Commanderies, as well as with the candidate. The 
question of moral qualification was never considered, the claim 
being that Commandery A was entitled to the entrance fee 
in the matter, Commandery B claiming that their entire pro- 
ceedings in the matter were regular, and consequently were 
not disposed to comply with the request. The whole question 
of the subject simmered down to an irregularity on the part 
of the candidate on the question of residence, which we are 
satisfied was unintentional on his.part, and after a thorough 
and careful consideration of the whole question, I instructed 
Commandery B to pay to Commandery A the sum of fifty 
dollars, their regular fee, and ordered the candidate to pay 
Commandery B (to refund to them) the amount as above 
stated. 

The above orders were complied with to the satisfaction of 
all parties interested, and the candidate properly healed in 
his own Commandery by the Grand Commander.

COMMITTEE ON PETITION OF BAY STATE 
COMMANDERY 


for concurrent jurisdiction with Sutton Commandery over the 
island of Nantucket and the Cape. 
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In Granp ComMMANDERY, 
Provipencn, May 29, 1913. 


To the R.. B..Grand Commander, Officers, and Members of the 
Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the Appendant 
Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

Your committee appointed to consider the petition of Bay 
State Commandery, No. 38, located in the city of Brockton, 
for concurrent jurisdiction with Sutton Commandery, No. 16, 
located in the city of New Bedford, over the Island of Nan- 
tucket, Martha’s Vineyard, and the Cape; respectfully report 
that a hearing was given on Wednesday, March 19, 1913, 
at which both Commanderies were duly represented. 

It was claimed by the petitioners that companions residing 
in that part of the jurisdiction of Sutton Commandery included 
in the petition were debarred from joining a Commandery, 
as they would not apply to Sutton Commandery for the 
Orders on account of the inconvenience, loss of time, and 
expense incurred, but if permitted to apply to Bay State Com- 
mandery would do so. 

The petitioners also claim that the interest in and the 
welfare of the Order is affected by the conditions as they now 
exist. 

The remonstrants claim that Sutton Commandery is about 
as well situated to confer the Orders, and that there are times 
during the year when New Bedford is as convenient, as readily 
accessible, and as inexpensive to reach as Brockton, and they 
cannot see how the welfare of the Order can be affected under 
present conditions. 

They also claim that it would be unjust to Sutton Com- 
mandery with a fee of one hundred (100) dollars for the Orders 
(which includes a Templar regalia) to allow Bay State Com- 
mandery with a fee for the Orders of fifty (50) dollars to have 
equal rights with them. 

This appears to have a very important bearing on the 
question at issue, as it is plainly evident that, everything being 
equal, a candidate would apply to the Commandery whose 
fee for the Orders is the lowest. 
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In view of the fact that the difference in fee between Sutton 
and Bay State Commanderies has entered into the argument 
on this matter of jurisdiction, the one including the cost of a 
proper Templar outfit in the fee established for the Orders, 
while the other allows the procuring of such an outfit to wait 
the convenience of the candidate, your committee believes 
that it is a fit matter for consideration by this Grand Body 
as to whether the practice in this respect should not become 
uniform, and recommends the appointment of a suitable com- 
mittee, to whom the question shall be referred. 

Your committee, after a careful consideration of the petition 
are of the opinion that the interests and welfare of Templarism 
do not require a change in the present jurisdiction of these 
Commanderies, and recommends that the petition of Bay State 
Commandery for concurrent jurisdiction with Sutton Com- 
mandery be not granted.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TRIENNIAL CON-— 
CLAVE OF THE GRAND ENCAMPMENT OF THE 
UNITED STATES, TO BE HELD IN DENVER, COLO- 
RADO, IN AUGUST, 1913 


To the Grand Commandery: 

Your committee appointed with full power to make all 
necessary arrangements for the comfort of the officers of 
Grand Commandery and its representatives attending the 
Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment of Knights 
Templar of the United States, to be held at Denver, Colorado, 
in 1913, have the honor to report: 

That the Right Eminent Grand Commander and chairman 
of the committee visited Denver, and have made such arrange- 
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ments as your committee believe will not only insure the 
comfort of the Grand Representatives of the Grand Body, 
but will also maintain the dignity and reputation of this Grand 
Commandery. 

A contract has been made at reasonable terms with the 
proprietor of the Brown Palace Hotel for nineteen (19) sleeping 
rooms and two (2) parlors for headquarters, near the head- 
quarters and adjoining those of the Grand Encampment of the 
United States. Your committee consider they have been 
especially fortunate in securing these accommodations, as 
they will be so situated they will be brought in very close 
touch with the grand center of Knights Templarism. 

In addition to the before-mentioned quarters, we have 
secured the grand ballroom on the eighth floor, for use for the 
reception on the evening of August 13th, at which time we 
hope to receive the visiting fraters from other Grand Juris- 
dictions, and disperse such hospitality as will maintain the 
honor and dignity of this Grand Commandery, the oldest 
Grand Commandery under the Grand Encampment of the 
United States.

RECEPTION OF DISTINGUISHED VISITORS 


The Grand Warder announced that there were in waiting 
in an adjoining apartment M..E..Sir Arthur Mac Arthur, 
Grand Master of the Grand Encampment of the United States, 
whereupon the R..E..Grand Commander appointed all the 
Past Grand Commanders, all the Grand Officers, together with 
E.. Sir Frederick W. Hamilton and E..Sir Arthur G. Pollard 
as a committee to retire and introduce the M.°.E..Grand 
Master into the Asylum, who having performed their duty, 
through the Grand Generalissimo, E..Sir Walter F. Medding, 
presented the Grand Master, who was most cordially weleomed 
by the R.. E.. Grand Commander. 
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The M-. E.. Grand Master responded to the words of weleome 
in his usual impressive manner, receiving the plaudits of all 
present, and was assigned a seat in the East. 

K..Sir Clayton J. Farrington, Past Grand Commander of 
Maine, acting as Grand Master of Ceremonies, then entered 
the Asylum and announced the presence in an adjoining room 
of V.. E..Sir Frederick C. Thayer, the Representative of the 
Grand Master, who was present for the purpose of paying this 
Grand Commandery an official visit, and that he was accom- 
panied by M..

Upon former oécasions when it has been my privilege to 
represent the Most Eminent Grand Master as inspecting 
officer of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island, we have discussed to a greater-or less length some of 
the duties and privileges, as well as a few of the opportunities 
for usefulness and service connected with the development and 
perpetuity of the institution which we here represent, and any 
departure at this time from that custom will be in degree 
rather than in kind. 

Happy in the contemplation of the dignity and worth of our 
ancestry, rejoicing in the splendid achievements of the past, 
justly proud of our growth and influence in the world, there 
is possible danger that we may dwell too complacently upon 
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the lofty ideals and beneficent motives which characterize our 
sodality, forgetting that personal effort and sacrifice are the 
essential elements which are to determine the fulfillment of the 
exalted purposes for which Templar Masonry stands before 
the world, and for lack of which, all these other things may 
become as a “rope of sand which will break in the twisting.” 

Perhaps one of the most pathetic truths of human experience 
is that it is, too often, late in life when one begins to realize 
that the art of living is really the greatest thing in the world, 
and that it has received but the minimum of attention as related 
to its overpowering importance. The possibilities, the latent 
power, the potentiality of a human life are so far above and 
beyond our knowledge, our powers of conception, that the 
imagination almost balks at the occasional glimpse which is 
made manifest to the comprehension, as one takes a retro- 
spective survey of life, and thus becomes acquainted, alas, 
with the lost opportunities which this review so frequently 
reveals. To once more go over the life that has been lived, to 
improve it, to strengthen the weak places, so manifest to the 
experienced and educated vision, is the unavailing desire of all 
honest, thoughtful men. 

How fortunate is he who, seeing and realizing the end from 
the beginning, can and does so ordain his life, will so formulate 
his order of doing and living, as to make the most and best of 
all his conditions and surroundings, for to such an one will 
ever be added the power to order and control the nick of time 
itself. There is, however, compensation in the fact that it is 
never too late to begin or to continue a right course of thought 
or action, and age, no.less than youth, may always assist in 
the establishment of truth and a correct order of conduct. 

I desire at this time to leave but a single thought for your 
consideration, and that, not because of its novelty or originality, 
for it is hoary with age and has been one of the world’s choicest 
bits of knowledge for many centuries, but one, withal, which 
has, too little, been a controlling factor and influence in the 
activities of life. 

In the final analysis, human character is the product of the 
thought and act of the free will of the individual. More than

seventeen centuries ago Marcus Aurelius Antoninus made the 
y sage observation that, “The perfecting of life is a power 
residing in the soul,” and the old pagan was right, for it is not 
heredity, neither is it environment, however potent both may 
be and undoubtedly are as concomitant influences, but, rather, 
it is the education of one’s own brain by persistent, constant, 
concentrated effort, the sway of reason, which is the deter- 
mining factor in the formation of character, the development 
of personality. 

Already it is evident, as foreshadowed by those processes 
which have been so manifestly potent in the culture of plants 
and the propagation of domestic animals, that natural selection, 
the struggle for existence and survival of the fittest, principles 
which have laboriously and almost blindly brought the human 
race to its present state of development, are to give way to 
conscious selection and the adaptation of environment to 
organism. And upon the perfect adjustment of these prin- 
ciples human nature itself will gradually but surely improve, 
and little by little will incorporate within itself more of the 
divine. 

It is quite within the sphere of our activities, as an institu- 
tion and as individuals, not only to improve our opportunities, 
but to cultivate and train our best selves, though it be at the 
expense of inclination and require some sacrifice, and thus 
build a constructive character which will enable us to recognize, 
elaborate, and intensify all the elements of progress, and, 
under the guidance of that Supreme Intelligence to whom we 
are ever ready, willingly and humbly, to render allegiance, con- 
tribute it all to a common end to aid in the establishment of a 
friendly codperation and brotherhood of the whole human race. 

M..E..Sir Melish, upon being called upon for remarks, 
addressed the Grand Commandery, expressing his extreme 
pleasure at being present and being able to renew his acquain- 
tances with the many close friends whose fellowship and 
association he had enjoyed for many years. His words were 
replete with tokens of love and regard for his fellow-fraters of 
this Grand Jurisdiction, and at the conclusion of his remarks 
he received the hearty applause of all present. 
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The Grand Recorder then read the following letter from 
R... E.. Sir Caleb Saunders, and upon vote it was ordered to be 
spread upon the records: 


It is a source of great disappointment to me that I shall not 
be able to attend the Annual Conclave of the Grand Com- 
mandery, on Wednesday. :

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ADDRESS OF THE R.. E.. GRAND COMMANDER, 
R..Es.SIR FRANK L. NAGLE 


Boston, October 29, 1913. 


In Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the Appendant 
Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 


Sir Knights: Another milestone has been reached in the 
history of this Grand Commandery, and as your official head 
I present to you my fraternal greetings and extend to you, 
one and all, a most cordial and knightly welcome to this 
our one hundred and eighth Annual Conclave. We are here 
to deliberate and legislate for the good of our beloved in- 
stitution, and I trust that we may be so guided in those 
deliberations and actions that this day’s doings may go down 
into history to reflect credit upon the Order we all love so 
much, and honor to him whose example and teachings we, as 
Templars of Christian Knighthood, should strive to imitate 
and follow. These annual gatherings are occasions of much 
happiness, for here, with an ever-changing brotherhood, we 
are privileged to meet, to renew old friendships, strengthen 
old ties and make new ones. But with all this there is a cer- 
tain solemnity which presents itself when we miss those of 
our companions who have been called to answer the roll call 
in the Asylum above.

R.. Em..Sir Grorce Epwarp Hirron, Past Grand Com- 
mander, died at his home at Lynn, Massachusetts, Monday, 
July 14, 1913. 

He was seventy-two years of age. 

He was a modest, courteous gentleman, tender, kind, sym- 
pathetic, and enjoyed a host of friends. 
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His period of illness extended over the greater part of three 
years, originating in Bright’s disease and an injured foot, 
from which blood poisoning was believed to have developed, 
and taken by the attending physician as a factor in hastening 
his death. 

Right Eminent Sir Hilton was born in the house in which 
he died, while it was located on Market Street, near the corner 
of Summer. He was the son of John and Sally (Clark) Hilton, 
both natives of Lynn. He lived on Market Street until the 
homestead was moved to its present location in 1875. 

He was educated in the public schools of Lynn, graduating 
from both grammar and high schools. 

He enlisted in Company I of the Eighth Regiment Septem- 
ber 15, 1862, and was detailed for service at Newbern, North 
Carolina, where he remained the greater part of his enlistment. 
While the battle of Gettysburg was being fought his company 
was sent to Maryland Heights, passing through Baltimore. He 
became connected with the Army of the Potomac two days 
after the battle of Gettysburg. He returned from the war in 
1863, and was mustered out of service as a corporal. 

Following his military career he went to Chicago, Illinois, 
and went into the retail shoe business for himself. In 1885, 
during the big fire in Chicago, his store was burned and he lost 
everything. He then returned to Lynn and never entered 
into active business again, spending his entire time in the 
care of his real estate, a large portion of which he inherited 
from his mother, father, .and sister. During this period he 
went abroad, remaining one year. 

Masonic career: He was raised in Mount Carmel Lodge, 
of Lynn; exalted in Chicago Chapter of Royal Arch Masons; 
Knighted in Olivet Commandery, No. 36, Knights Templars, 
of Lynn, serving in the various offices of the Commandery 
from Junior Warden to Eminent Commander. In the Grand 
Commandery he served as Grand Warder in 1893; Grand 
Sword Bearer in 1894; Grand Standard Bearer in 1895; Junior 
Grand Warden in 1896; Senior Grand Warden in 1897; Grand 
Captain General in 1898; Grand Generalissimo in 1899; Deputy 
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Grand Commander in 1900, and Right Eminent Grand Com- 
mander in 1901. 

The funeral services were held at his late residence on Thurs- 
day, July 17, 1913, and by his request were conducted by Post 
5, “Grand Army of the Republic. It was largely attended, 
among those present being representatives from the different 
Masonic bodies with which he was affiliated. 


Em..Sir Frank Tuomas Prarce, Past Commander of 
Saint John’s Commandery, No. 1, Knights Templars, died 
in Providence, Rhode Island, Tuesday, June 17, 1913, in 
the sixty-fifth year of his age. He was born in Providence, 
Rhode Island, November 13, 1848, and was the son of Frank- 
lin and Elizabeth (Najac) Pearce. ' ; 

Sir Knight Pearce was made a Mason in Saint John s Lodge, 
No. 1, of Providence, March 18, 1891; passed April 15, and 
raised April 29, 1891. He was exalted in Providence Royal 
Arch Chapter, No. 1, October 29, 1891, and received the 
Cryptic Degrees in Providence Council, No. 1, Royal and 
Select Masters. 

In Saint John’s Commandery, No. 1, Knights Templars, 
he was knighted June 6, 1892, and was Eminent Commander 
in 1898. He was a Past President of the Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island Association of Knights Templars Commanders. 

In Rhode Island Consistory he received the thirty-second 
degree grade December 28, 1891, and honorary pie 
degree in the Supreme Council, September 15, 1909. 

He was a Past Potentate of Palestine Temple, A.A.O.N.MS., 
of Providence, Rhode Island. ’ 

He was annem Eminent Grand Warder in 1909 by Right 
Eminent Sir Burnham and served as an officer of the Grand 
Commandery continuously until the time of his death. The 
Grand Commandery was represented at the funeral by Right 
Eminent Sir Nagle and Eminent Sirs Medding and Emerson. 


Em..Sir Grorcr H. Fon, Past Commander of Athol 
Commandery, No. 37, died at his home in Athol, June 21, 1913, 
having just passed his fifty-fifth birth anniversary. 
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A native of the State of Maine, Em.*.Sir Foye had been a 
resident of Athol for thirty years, and had served the town of 
Athol for fourteen years as town clerk. 

He was a member of Star Lodge, A.F. & A.M., serving as 
Worshipful Master in 1888 and 1889, and of Union Royal 
Arch Chapter and of Athol Commandery. In 1886 and 1887 
he served as Eminent Commander and later four years as 
Recorder of this Commandery. 

Em.*.Sir Foye was D. D. G. M. of the thirteenth Masonic 
District under the Grand Lodge of Massachusetts for the 
years 1892 and 1893. 

Em.*. Sir Foye was a member of and actively identified with 
many other social and business organizations of his town. 
He successfully conducted a large retail jewelry business. 

A widow and two sons survive him. 


Em..Sir Danie. Henry Smira died on June 2, 1913, 
while on a trip to Jamaica. 

Em. Sir Smith was born January 4, 1835, in Rehoboth, 
Mass. He was a charter member of Bristol Commandery 
and was elected Eminent Commander December 18, 1874, 
serving two years. 

A charter member of Attleboro Council, R. & S. Masters, 
and its first Thrice IIl.*. Master. 

He was made a Chapter Mason in Keystone R. A. Chapter, 
dimiting to become a charter member of King Hiram R. A. 
Chapter, and was elected High Priest of King Hiram R. A. 
Chapter March 8, 1877, serving one year. 

He was made a Master Mason in Bristol Lodge, F. & 
A. M., North Attleboro, October 8, 1867, and became a charter 
member of Ezekiel Bates Lodge, F. and A. M., Attleboro, 
and its first Worshipful Master, serving two years. 


Em.. Sir Grorcz Wasutncton Perris, Past Commander 
of St. John’s Commandery, No. 1, Knights Templars, 
died in Wickford, Rhode Island, Friday, May 30, 1913, in 
the sixtieth year of his age. He was born in Providence, Rhode 
Island, December 1, 1853. 
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Sir Knight Pettis was made a Master Mason in St. John’s 
Lodge, No. 1, of Providence, Rhode Island, in June, 1880, and 
served the Lodge as Worshipful Master two years,—1886 and 
1887. He was exalted in Providence Royal Arch Chapter, 
No. 1, October 21, 1880, and was elected and installed High 
Priest, November 16, 1893. 

He received the degrees in Providence Council, No. 1, Royal 
and Select Masters, December 10, 1880, and was installed 
Thrice Illustrious Master, January 8, 1886, and Most Illustri- 
ous Grand Master of the Grand Council of R. & 5. Masters 
of Rhode Island, April 10, 1894. 

Em.".Sir Pettis was knighted in St. John’s Commandery, 
No. 1, Knights Templars, May 2, 1881, and was installed Emi- 
nent Commander in 1890, serving one year. 

In the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite for the Northern 
Masonic Jurisdiction of the United States of America he re- 
ceived the thirty-second degree grade October 26, 1883. He 
was initiated in Palestine Temple, A-A.O.N.M.S., of Provi- 
dence, June 24, 1889. 


Em..Sir Cuarnes Ontver Wetcu, Past Commander of 
Cambridge Commandery, K. T., died at his residence in Cam- 
bridge, Massachusetts, June 15, 1913. ; 

He was born in Boston, May 14, 1841, and received his edu- 
cation in that city. 

He came to Cambridge in early life, and at the age of twenty- 
one enlisted in Co. B, Forty-seventh Massachusetts Infantry. 
At the expiration of his term of service he went into business, 
and for the last twenty-five years had been the New England 
representative of the Robert Graves Co., of New York, manu- 
facturers of paper hangings. 

He was one of the oldest members of Post 57, Grand Army 
of the Republic, and twice held the office of Commander. He 
was also quartermaster and department inspector of Depart- 
ment of Massachusetts, and assistant inspector general of 
the Grand Army of the Republic on the staffs of Generals 
Devens and Hartranft. For several years he was one of the 
cemetery commissioners of the city of Cambridge, having the 
management of the Cambridge cemeteries. 
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He was active in the affairs of the Third Universalist Church 
of Cambridge, and for several years was a member of the stand- 
ing committee. 

He was also a member of the Newtowne Club of Cambridge. 

Eminent Sir Welch was twice married; his first wife, Miss 
Julia Ames, to whom he was married in 1862, died in June, 
1896; his second wife was Miss Thompson, who died July 22, 
1912. There were no children by either marriage. One brother, 
William H. Welch, of South Penobscot, Maine, survives him. 

He was raised a Master Mason in Belmont Lodge, A. F. & 
A. M., of Belmont, Massachusetts, September 23, 1880; dimit- 
ted and became a member of Putnam Lodge, A. F. & A. M., 
of Cambridge, Massachusetts, March 15, 1886. 

Exalted a Royal Arch Mason, in the Chapter of the Shekinah, 
of Chelsea, Massachusetts, May 3, 1882; dimitted, and became 
a member of Cambridge Royal Arch Chapter of Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, December 14, 1888. 

Received the Cryptic degrees in Roxbury Council of Royal 
and Select Masters, of Roxbury, Massachusetts, February 
22, 1892. 

Dubbed and created a Knight Templar in Palestine Comman- 
dery of Knights Templars, No. 10, of Chelsea, Massachusetts, 
January 10, 1883. 

Charter member and first Captain General of Cambridge 
Commandery of Knight Templars, No. 42, of Cambridge, 
Massachusetts, from May 28, 1890. 

Eminent Commander of Cambridge Commandery, 1893- 
1894. A trustee of the general and charity fund, and also a 
representative of the Commandery in the Cambridge Masonic 
Hall Association. 

He became a member of the Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island Association of Knights Templars Commanders January 
19, 1894. 

He received the degrees of the Anicent Accepted Scottish 
Rite for the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction of the United 
States of America in Boston-Lafayette Lodge of Perfection, 
Giles F. Gates Council, Princes of Jerusalem, Mount Olivet 
Chapter of Rose Croix, and Massachusetts Consistory, re- 
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ceiving the thirty-second degree and becoming a member of 
Consistory February 24, 1893. 

Em.:.Sir Welch was largely instrumental in the formation 
of Cambridge Commandery, in fact, the one who did the most 
in getting the charter. He was greatly interested in and worked 
hard for the Cambridge Masonic Temple, completed in the 
summer of 1911, and was president of the Cambridge Masonic 
Hall Association from its formation until January, 1912. : 

Em... Sir Welch was outspoken in his views and honorable in 
all his dealings, earnest and zealous in everything he undertook. 
He worked hard for the completion and dedication of the 
Temple. The funeral services were held Tuesday, June Vy, 
1913. At the request of Em..Sir Welch, after prayers at his 
late residence, his remains were taken to the Masonic Temple, 
being escorted by a delegation of Cambridge Commandery, 
where the full Templar burial service was rendered by the 
Commandery, the Beethoven Male Quartette rendering the 
musical portion of the service. ‘ : 

The services were largely attended by relatives, friends, 
officers, and members of the various Masonic bodies of which 
Em... Sir Welch was a member, also officers and members of 
other Masonic bodies meeting in the Temple, representatives 
from the Cambridge Masonic Hall Association, and a delega- 
tion from Post 57, Grand Army of the Republic. — 

The front of the Temple was draped in mourning and the 
Commandery beauseant was at half staff over the portico. ' 

The remains were interred in the family lot in Cambridge 


Cemetery. 


Em...Sir Cuartes Epwarp Hancock, Past Commander of 
Cambridge Commandery, Knights Templars, died at the 
Massachusetts General Hospital, Boston, June 20, 1918. 

He was born in Newport, New York, April 17, 1852, and 
received his education in the public schools of that place. After 
coming to Cambridge he was employed.in the drug business, 
and then studied veterinary medicine in the Harvard Veterinary 
School, receiving his degree in 1889, and began the practice of 
his profession in Cambridge and vicinity and continued until

his death. In 1893 he was appointed city veterinary, and has 
since been reappointed every three years. He was married 
forty years ago to Miss Pierce, of Newport, New York, who 
survives him, as does also one daughter, Miss Edith Hadcock. 
He is also survived by one brother and three sisters. Em.’ Sir 
Hadcock had a large practice in his profession and was employed 
as an expert by the claim department of the Boston Elevated 
Railway Company. 

He was a painstaking and faithful city official, affable and 
genial in his disposition, and had a large circle of friends, by 
whom he will be greatly missed. 

He was raised a Master Mason in Amicable Lodge, A. F. & 
A.M., of Cambridge, November 3, 1892. Exalted a Royal Arch 
Mason in Cambridge Royal Arch of Cambridge, Massachusetts, 
November 10, 1893, High Priest in 1906. He received the 
Cryptic degrees in Cambridge Council of Royal and Select 
Masters, and became a member June 21, 1910, and was the 
Deputy Master of the Council at the time of his death. Dubbed 
and created a Knight Templar in Cambridge Commandery of 
Knights Templars, of Cambridge, Massachusetts, February 7, 
1894. He was Eminent Commander 1905-1906, and was one 
of the Tepresentatives of the Commandery in the Cambridge 
Masonic Hall Association at the time of his death. He was a 
a of the Massachusetts and Rhode Island Association of 
i ae Templars Commanders, having joined October 31, 

07, and Aleppo Temple, Mystic Shrine. 
we funeral services were held at Mount Auburn Chapel,

There was a large attendance, all the Masonie bodies and 
the city being well represented. 


Em... Sir Wiuram Henry Cusnman, Past Commander of 
Cceur de Lion Commandery, died suddenly on the afternoon 


of August 21, 1913, at his home in Mechanic Falls, Maine, from 
an attack of heart disease. 
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He was born in Minot, Maine, June 8, 1850, and here his 
boyhood days were spent and where he received his early 
education. He came to Somerville in his early manhood days 
and here he lived until 1905, when he removed to Mechanic 
Falls, Maine, and where he lived at the time of his death. 

During nearly his entire business life he was engaged in the 
gentlemen’s furnishing goods business, carrying on that business 
always successfully. 

He became early interested in the tenets of Freemasonry, and, 
during a brief residence in Vermont shortly after becoming of 
age, he received the Master Mason Degree in Englesby Lodge, 
No. 84, St. Albans, Vermont, on June 25, 1873. On his coming 
to Somerville, he joined Soley Lodge of Somerville, and passed 
through the various offices, becoming its Worshipful Master 
in 1903 and 1904. 

He was exalted in Somerville Royal Arch Chapter May 8, 
1888, and passing through the chairs became its Most Excellent 
High Priest in 1898 and 1899. : ; 

He received the Cryptic degrees at the time of the formation 
of Orient Council, R. & 8. M. of Somerville, becoming a charter 
member, and became its Thrice Illustrious Master from 1893 
to 1895. A 

We all know his history in Coeur de Lion Commandery, his 
earnest work and the splendid results accomplished during his 
administration. r 

He was knighted October 23, 1888, and passed through 
various subordinate offices, becoming its Eminent Commander 
from November, 1900, to November, 1902. As a proof of the 
esteem in which he was held by those cognizant of his work 
in the Order of Templarism, he was appointed in 1903, by 
the Right Eminent Grand Commander of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, to the office of 
Eminent Grand Lecturer of the Grand Commandery for that 

ear. 
7 It was not alone in Masonry that his abilities were to so great 
a degree displayed. He was a good citizen and took a great 
and active interest in the affairs of the city of Somerville. 

He was elected to the Somerville Common Council in the 
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years 1898 and 1899, and to the Board of Aldermen during the 
years 1900 and 1901. 

So great was the esteem felt for him by his fellow-citizens that 
he was elected to the Massachusetts House of Representatives 
during the years 1903 and 1905, representing the Highth 
Middlesex District, declining further election. 

The funeral took place on Sunday, August 24th, from the 
Universalist Church in Mechanic Falls, and our honored frater 
was buried with full Masonic honors.

Em..Sir Gzorcr F. Waker, Past Commander of Bay 
State Commandery, No. 38, of Brockton, Massachusetts, was 
born in Westbrook, Maine, February 15, 1840. Received his 
early education in Turner, Maine, and began work as a shoe- 
maker in the shop of his father, continuing this work until 1871. 
He then engaged in the business of last making, which he 
successfully conducted for about twenty-two years, all this 
time being a resident of Stoughton, Massachusetts. He was 
after this a member of the Brockton Stay Co. and later in the 
leather business in Brockton. In 1908 on account of failing 
health he removed to Monrovia, California, where he remained 
to the time of his death. 

He married Clementina A. C. Ames, of Stoughton, Massa- 

chusetts, January 20, 1861. No children blessed the union. 
Mrs. Walker died in Monrovia, California, about six months 
prior to her husband. 
; Em-. Sir Walker received the first three degrees in Masonry, 
in Rising Star Lodge of Stoughton, Massachusetts, in 1864 and 
1865. In 1867 he served the Lodge as its Senior Warden, and 
was Worshipful Master in 1868, 1869, and again in 1873. 

He was exalted to the Degree of Royal Arch Mason in Mt. 
Zion Chapter of Stoughton, February 15, 1867. Served in 
subordinate offices for nine years and was its High Priest in 
1876, 1877, and 1878. 

He received the degrees in Brockton Council, Royal and 
Select Masters, in 1887 and 1888. In that body he filled every 
a chair and was its Thrice Illustrious Master in 1904 and 
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The Orders of Knighthood he received in Bay State Com- 
mandery, Brockton, Massachusetts, as follows: Red Cross, 
May 21, 1877; Order of the Temple, June 4, 1877; and the 
Order of Malta, June 18 of that year. He served in the elective 
offices and October 20, 1890, was unanimously elected Eminent 
Commander and was reélected for the succeeding year. 

He was elected a member of Aleppo Temple, Nobles of the 
Mystic Shrine, May 16, 1889. 

Hewas appointed District Deputy Grand Master for the then 
twenty-fourth Masonic District in 1889, 1890, and 1891, and 
in 1895 was clected Right Worshipful Senior Grand Warden 
of the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Massachusetts. 

He was District Deputy Grand High Priest of the Third 
Capitular District in 1888, 1889, and 1890, and in 1891 was 
elected Right Excellent Grand King of the Grand Chapter. 

Em.. Sir Walker died in Monrovia, California, June 30, 1913. 
His remains, with those of his beloved life companion, were 
brought to Stoughton, Massachusetts, for burial. 


Em.. Sir Aurrep Auausrus Burret, Past Commander of 
Milford Commandery, No. 11, of Milford, Massachusetts, 
died at the home of his daughter in Marlboro, Massachusetts, 
Sunday morning, September 14, 1913. 

He was born in South Scituate, on December 27, 1838, and 
was the son of James and Prudence 8. (Chessman) Burrell. 

He came to Milford in 1857 and entered the employ of T. C. 
Eastman, box manufacturer, the business now conducted by 
the S. A. Eastman Co., for which concern he was employed 
as foreman until his retirement, except during the period of the 
Civil War, which he spent as a soldier. 

On June 20, 1861, he enlisted in Company G, a local outfit, 
which became a part of the Fortieth New York (Mozart) 
Regiment. He fought with his company in all of the battles 
of the Army of the Potomac, until his discharge in 1864. 

Four years later he was chosen as & representative in the 
State Legislature, and previous to that time was a fireman, 
becoming an engineer of the department. He was commander 
of Post 22, G.A.R., in 1880, and again from 1896 to 1900, and 
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frequently was an appointive officer of the department of 
Massachusetts. He was at one time a member of the Milford 
health board. 

Mr. Burrell was:made a master Mason in Montgomery 
Lodge of Milford, in 1860, and served as Worshipful Master 
twice — from 1866 to 1869, and in 1881-1882. He was inducted 
to capitular Masonry in 1865, in Mt. Lebanon Chapter, R.A.M. 
of Milford, and High Priest in 1882-1884. He was honored 
with election as Grand King in the Grand Chapter of Massa- 
chusetts in 1891. 

He was made a Knight Templar in 1865, at a conclave of 
Milford Commandery, and from 1886 to 1888 was its eminent 
Commander. 

He left three daughters, Mrs. Wales, Mrs. Lottie Cook, and 
Miss Alice A. Burrell. He was twice married, his first wife 
having died in 1868. 

He was buried in Milford, Massachusetts, the Masonic 
organization and the Grand Army Post attending the same. 


Em... ALBrrtT Brown Barrerr, Past Commander William 
Parkman Commandery, died suddenly at his summer home, 
Long Island, Portland, Maine, September 17, 1913. He was 
born in Boston, January 25, 1832. Removed to East Boston, 
learned his trade, at the age of eighteen, in the Eastern Railroad 
repair shops, subsequently became foreman, and went to 
Salem in charge when the shops removed there. In 1874 he 
was foreman of the shops of the Eastern, and old P. 8. and P, 
railroads, at Portland, Maine. Was master of motive power 
for five years on a railroad in Delaware. In 1881 he returned 
to Boston, and was master mechanic of the Boston & Maine 
machine shops, at Prison Point, during the nineties. Later 
was general inspector, which position he held until the shops 
were burned, in December, 1907, when he retired from active 
business. He was well known for his mechanical ability and 
genial, upright character. He is survived by his widow and 
daughters. His Masonic career was active and included service 
in Massachusetts, Maine, and Delaware; in each State he 
was an honorary member of a lodge, and in Maine also 
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charter member of Hiram Lodge A. F. and A. M. He was 
raised in Wyoming Lodge, A. F. and A. M.; affiliated with 
Mount Tabor Lodge, November 18, 1858; Worshipful Master, 
1864-1865. Honorary Member, 1867. Exalted, St. John 
R. A. Chapter, May 16, 1864; Knighted, Palestine Com- 
mandery, K. T., April, 1866; Charter Member, William 
Parkman Commandery, May 12, 1870; Eminent Commander, 
1872-1873. Funeral services were held Sunday, September 
21, 1913, at his late residence, 37 Russell Street, Melrose, 
Mass. 


Em..Sir Epmunp B. Cowes, a member of St. Bernard 
Commandery, and by special vote a member of this Grand 
Commandery, was born at New Haven, Connecticut, May 
31, 1846, and died at Boston, April 28, 1913. : 

Sir Knight Cowles received the Degrees of Masonry in 
Trumbull Lodge, No. 22, of New Haven, Connecticut, 
being raised July 13, 1869. Shortly after he removed to 
Meriden, Connecticut, where he affiliated with St. Elmo 
Commandery, becoming its Generalissimo, and in 1893 its 
Commander. : 

Immediately after his graduation from the high school in 
New Haven, he became an employee of the Home Insurance 
Company of that city, and upon going to Meriden assisted in 
organizing the Meriden Fire Insurance Company, of which he 
was Secretary. h F 

He removed to Boston about the year 1890. His business in 
Boston was that of an insurance agent, as a member of the firm 
of Field & Cowles. 

He was actively interested in Knight Templarism, and 
his death is regretted by those associated with him, as 
the loss of a genial friend, true Mason, and courteous Sir 
Knight. 


Sir Roserr SrimumMan Franxuin, Past Commander and 
Prelate of Washington Commandery, No. 4, died at his home, 
Newport, Rhode Island, at 3.30 p.m., October 8, 1913, aged 
seventy-seven years.

The strong impression which the two days’ visit et ef 
Grand Commandery made upon me bids me to recommen 
to this Grand Commandery the careful consideration of the 
question as to whether it would not be wise for the Grand 
Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Tsland to consider 
a two days’ session of their Grand Commandery, one day to 
be devoted to a parade, with a grand ball or entertainment of 
some kind in the evening, to be followed the next day by the 
legislative session of the Grand Body.

Quite a few representative States have followed this plan 
for years, and have derived much pleasure and benefit from it. 
I would therefore recommend to the incoming Grand Com- 
mander that a committee be appointed to consider this im- 
portant question, and to report at the next semiannual Con- 
clave at Providence, as to the advisability of it. I would also 
recommend that our by-laws be then so amended that the 
semiannual meeting at Providence be omitted, and that if the 
plan of a two days’ fall session be adopted that the meeting 
place of such annual meetings shall alternate between Boston 
and Providence unless the Grand Commandery votes to accept 
the hospitality of some other city within our Jurisdiction for 
that particular meeting, but that the cities of Boston and 
Providence be recognized as the regular alternate meeting 
places of this Grand Commandery. 


TACTICS AND RITUAL 


So many innovations in both the Tactics and Ritual have 
come to my notice within the past year that I would 
strongly recommemd that each Commandery supply them- 
selves with two or three copies of “Grant's Tactics,” which 
are the authorized Tactics of this Grand Jurisdiction, so 
that every Commander, Captain General, and Senior Warden 
should be the possessor of one and thereby become familiar 
with it. 

With this in mind we have secured a supply of the aforesaid 
books and they may be procured of the Grand Recorder. 

I would also strongly advise Commanders of subordinate 
Commanderies to confine their ritualistic work as closely to 
the Ritual as it can be. I have noticed innovations in the work 
among some of the leading Commanderies, which while they 
might be pleasing to the eye are in no way a part of the autho- 
rized Ritual, and must be abolished. 

No Commander has the right to change or modify the Ritual 
in any degree whatsoever. 
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BY-LAWS OF SUBORDINATE COMMANDERIES 

From notifications received from the various subordinate 
Commanderies of this Jurisdiction I am led to believe that 
many of the articles contained in the various Constitutions 
and By-Laws of these Commanderies are at variance with the 
laws and edicts of the Grand Encampment and of this Grand 
Commandery. In many cases the articles are so much in 
violation of the law that I deem it very essential that the 
constitution and by-laws of the Commanderies of this Juris- 
diction should be referred to a committee, and the articles that 
are contrary to the law called to the attention of the Comman- 
deries, that they be amended to comply with the laws as 
set down in the Constitution of the Grand Encampment and 
of the Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

From reference to the Proceedings some years past I find 
that committees were appointed to look over these various by- 
laws, but neither one of the committees fully complied with 
the duties for which they were appointed. 

These violations of the law have arisen so often during my 
administration that I urgently recommend that a committee 
of those who are willing and competent to serve may be ap- 
pointed by the incoming Grand Commander, and that these 
violations of law be stricken from the constitution and laws 
of the subordinate Commanderies. 


THE QUESTION OF ADJUTANT 


I have been asked a number of times what installation service 
should be used for the Adjutant, and I have always replied, 
there is none. The Adjutant is not a recognized officer of the 
Commandery. He is simply an agent or representative de- 
tailed by the Commander for special service, and in this con- 
nection I beg leave to present my opinion regarding the same. 

No one in this Grand Commandery is more anxious that we 
shall improve from a military standpoint, and become as per- 
fect as possible, just as thoroughly as we do in our ritualistic 
work, and I believe in doing everything possible to encourage 
the appointment of an Adjutant’ or Drill Master so that the 
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desired ends may be reached, but I wish here also to recommend 
strongly to the Commanders of the subordinate Commanderies 
that the Adjutant take no part in the work on the floor that 
willin any way detract from the duties of the Captain General 
and Senior Warden. 

They should and must be recognized according to our Ritual, 
and all orders from the Commander should and must go to 
the Captain General, as he is the executive officer of the Com- 
mandery, and not to the Adjutant. 

Nothing must be done to lower the dignity and prominence 
of these two important positions of the Commandery, namely 
the Captain General and Senior Warden. 

For exhibition purposes or entertainment there is no ob- 
jection in the slightest to the work and the presence on the 
floor of the Adjutant, but he must be recognized only as the 
agent or representative of the Commander for the purpose 
for which he was appointed.

DECISIONS 
Your Grand Commander was asked for instructions regard- 
ing the placing of the names of two Past Commanders (who 
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are now members of a Commandery, but who served as Past 
Commanders in another Commandery of this Jurisdiction) 
on their regular notices among the list of Past Commanders 
of their Commandery, to which I replied as follows: 


September 16, 1913. 
Mr. Water E. Pirrr, 
Quincy Commandery, Quincy, Mass. 

Dear and Em. Sir: In reply to your inquiry as to whether 
or not you should place on your notices among the list of Past 
Commanders the names of two Past Commanders of South 
Shore Commandery, who are now members of Quincy Com- 
mandery, I would respectfully refer you to Section 277, of the 
Statutes of the Grand Encampment, which reads as follows: 


“After a dispensation is granted to form a new Com- 
mandery the membership of the Knights who petitioned 
therefor remain in abeyance as to the older Commanderies 
to which they belonged, when signing the petition. They 
become active members of the Commandery while under 
dispensation, and when a charter is granted and the Com- 
mandery constituted, they continue to be members of the 
new Commandery and cease to be members of the old ones 
except such as may have withdrawn before the charter 
was granted and had their dimits returned to the Com- 
manderies which issued them.” 


This cites the case fully and they are members of your 
Commandery. It is true they are not Past Commanders of 
your own Commandery. 

“Section 291. The Commander of a Commandery 
under dispensation does not become a Past Commander 
when such Commandery is chartered,” 


but they are Past Commanders in good standing and are 
entitled to all the honors of the office. You will therefore place 
their names among your Past Commanders, giving them their 
position according to their seniority, and have a special star or 
cross or some symbol in front of their names, and then at the 
bottom of the page have the same mark and the words “by 
affiliation.” This will show that they are members of your 
Commandery in good standing, but served as Past Commanders 
in some other Commandery of the Jurisdiction.

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On June 2d I received the following question from an Eminent 
Commander of one of our own Commanderies. 


“Right Eminent and Dear Sir: I have the honor to 
respectfully request information on the following: The 
position on the coat of the Maltese Cross, whether on the 
left breast or at the neck of the Sir Knight,” 


to which I replied as follows: 


“ Dear and Eminent Sir: In reply to your question, under 
date of June 2d, as to the proper position on the coat to 
wear the Maltese Cross, whether on the left breast_or at 
the neck, I would say that your instructions in the Malta 
Degree were, ‘You will wear this cross at your breast near 
your heart, ete.’ If you will refer to page 419 of Grant’s 
Tactics on the Manual of the Knights of Malta,” you will 
find the following: ‘A white cross of eight points on the 
left breast.’ There is no question but that is the proper 
place to wear the Maltese Cross. It is true that many do 
wear this cross at the neck, but it is not the proper place, 
according to the Ritual.’ 


THE THIRTY-SECOND TRIENNIAL CONCLAVE

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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON BY-LAWS 


To Grand Commandery: Your Committee on By-Laws has the 
honor to report that amendments to the by-laws of several 
Commanderies have been refused to it, as follows: 


Otp CoLtony Commanpery, No. 15 
That Section 1 of Article II be amended so that it shall read: 


“The regular conclaves shall be held on the fourth Monday 
of each month, at such hour as the Eminent Commander shall 
direct, but the Commandery may by vote suspend them during 
the summer months.” 


Disapproved. Section 96 of the Constitution of Grand 
Encampment provides for stated conclaves being held as 
“designated in the By-laws of the Commandery,” and Section 
171 of the Statutes of Grand Encampment provides that stated 
conclaves ‘‘must be held at the time fixed in its by-laws.” 


Bristol Commanpery, No. 29 


That Article V, Section 2, be amended so that it shall read: 


_“The Eminent Commander shall appoint immediately after 
his installation a nominating committee consisting of five (5) 
members, a majority of which shall be Past Commanders, whose 
duty it shall be to nominate a list of all elective officers and 
report at the Annual Conclave in September.” 


Disapproved. Section 212 of the Statutes of Grand En- 


campment is as follows: ‘‘No nominations shall be made at an 
election in any Templar body.” 


Arnot CommManpery, No. 37 


That Article [X, Section 1, be amended so that it shall read: 
“The fees to be paid in this Commandery by applicants for 
the Orders or for membership shall be as follows: 


For the Orders... ........:5 . $40.00 
For membership if knighted elsewhere . . . 10.00” 


Approved. Section 119 of the Constitution and Section 134 
of the Statutes of the Grand Encampment. 
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JERUSALEM CoMMANDERY, No. 19 
That the following sections be amended so that they shall 


read: 
TREASURER 


Section 2, Article II, by adding thereto, 
“He shall receive for his services the sum of Ten Dollars 


- ($10) per annum.” 


Approved. 


Section 3, Article II. 
RECORDER 
Striking out word ‘‘and”’ beginning last clause and changing 
the word ‘‘fifty” to the word ‘eighty,’ so that the clause 
shall read, 
“He shall receive for his services the sum of eighty ($80) 
dollars per annum.” 


Approved. 


Section 4, Article III. 
: “ TABLE OF FEES 
Changing the word “forty” to the word ‘‘fifty,” so that it 
shall read, 
“For the Orders Fifty ($50) Dollars,” and by striking out 
the third, fourth, and fifth lines. 
Approved. 


Section 6, Article IV. 
ANNUAL DUES 


Striking out the whole section and inserting a new section 
which shall read: 


“Every member except as hereinafter provided, shall, in 
each year, pay in advance to the Recorder, for the support of 
the Commandery, the sum of Five Dollars ($5), payable at the 
Annual Conclave in September. Said year shall be reckoned 
from the first day of September, and a proportional part equal 
to forty-two cents (42c.) per month shall be paid by new 
members for any fractional part of the year from the time of 
their signing the by-laws to the commencement of the regular 
year. 
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“The Prelate, Treasurer, Recorder, Armorer, and Sentinel 
shall be exempt from the payment of annual dues.” 


Disapproved. 


Section 186, Grand Encampment, provides that ‘‘A Com- 
mandery may adopt a by-law, providing that members who 
are and shall remain in affiliation in Lodge and Chapter, upon 
the payment of a fixed sum of money, in cash, may become life 
members, and thereafter be exempt from the payment of 
annual dues.” 

This section appears to contain the only provision for grant- 
ing members of a Commandery exemption from the payment of 
annual dues.

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PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE CONSTITUTION 


To the Right Eminent Grand Commander, Officers, and Eminent 
Sir Knights of the Grand Commandery, Knights Templars 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 


I most respectfully propose the following amendment to the 
Constitution of the Grand Commandery, viz., to amend Section 
8, relating to Orders, Fees, and Rule of Succession, by adding 
after the words “Knight of Malta,” in the last line, the follow- 
ing: “That all candidates for the degrees in a Commandery 
under the jurisdiction of the Grand Commandery, K. T., of 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island, be required to provide them- 
selves with the regulation uniform of the Commandery in which 
they are to be knighted before they are permitted to receive 
the Temple degree, so that the section will read as amended: 


ORDERS, FEES, AND RULE OF SUCCESSION 


“Section 8. No subordinate Commandery shall confer 
the Orders of Knighthood for a less sum than thirty dollars, 
nor on any person who shall not have regularly received 
the several degrees of E. A., F. C., M. M., M. M. M., 
P. M., M. E. M., and R. A. M.; and no candidate for the 
Orders shall be balloted for until he shall have stood pro- 
posed at least four weeks, unless by written permission 
of the R..E..Grand Commander. If a candidate be 
rejected, no new petition for the Orders shall be presented 
until after the expiration of six months from the time of 
such rejection. The orders shall be conferred in the follow- 
ing succession, viz. 1. THE ILLUSTRIOUS ORDER 
OF THE RED CROSS; 2. KNIGHT TEMPLAR; 3. 
KNIGHT OF MALTA. All candidates for the degrees 
in a Commandery under the jurisdiction of the Grand 
Commandery, K. T., of Massachusetts and Rhode Island, 
shall be required to provide themselves with the regulation 
uniform of the Commandery in which they are to be 
knighted before they are permitted to receive the Temple 
degree.”

The Fifty-third Annual Conclave, held in the city of Dothan, 
May 14 and 15, 1913. 

The Grand Officers assembled at the Martin Hotel and were 
escorted by Dothan Commandery, No. 25, and the visiting 
Sir Knights, to Foster Street Methodist Episcopal Church, and 
attended divine service, after which they were escorted to the 
Asylum of Dothan Commandery, No. 25. 

Grand Commandery was opened in ample form, the Grand 
Prelate leading the Sir Knights in their devotions. All the 
Grand Officers present, six Past Grand Commanders and the 
Representatives of twenty-four sister Grand Jurisdictions, 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island not being represented.

Grand Commandery was opened at ten o’clock in the fore- 
noon; all the Grand Officers present excepting the Grand 
Prelate and Grand Sword Bearer; seven Past Grand Com- 
manders and three represented by proxy. There were also 
present fourteen Representatives of sister Grand Jurisdictions, 
among whom we are pleased to note our own Representative, 
R.. E-. Sir George J. Roskruge. 

The first business after the report of the Committee on 
Credentials was the reception of M..E..Sir Warren LaRue 
Thomas, Past Grand Master of the Grand Encampment of 
the United States and Inspector of that Templar District, who 
was received and cordially welcomed. 

Upon motion of R..E..Sir Anthony A. Johns, M.. E.. Sir 
Thomas was duly elected an Honorary Member of the Grand 
Commandery of Arizona. 
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Following the appointment of committees was the address 
of Re...

The Twenty-ninth Annual Assembly of the Sovereign Great 
Priory of Canada convened in Toronto, August 15, 1912. 

All the Great Officers present, Representatives of forty-three 
Preceptories, twenty-six of these by officers and ten by their 
Preceptors, seven proxies being present. 

Welcome was extended to the Great Priory by the Mayor of 
Toronto. 

Most Eminent Sir William B. Melish, Grand Master of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States, accompanied by his 
suite, was present for this occasion, and was duly received with 
the honors befitting his exalted station. 

The Committee on Warrants reported charter was denied 
to Beasejour Preceptory, U. D., because of irregularities, charter 
to be granted, however, when the Sir Knights are found to be 
in working order under the statutes. 

The Committee on Finance recommended appropriations to 
Toronto Preceptories, for the entertainment of the Sir Knights 
and their ladies attending the Great Priory, of $200, and $500 
for special entertainment of the guests of the Great Priory. 

St. John, No. 3A, and Union de Molay, No. 11, Preceptories 
both of the city of St. John, were by act amalgamated. 

The address of the Supreme Grand Master states that peace 
and prosperity are within the borders, and that the Order is 
flourishing, with a happy and contented people. 

Among the official acts calling for special comment were 
dispensations to Windsor Preceptory and Cyrene Preceptory 
to attend the Michigan State Conclave, and to Godfrey de 
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St. Aldemar to appear in uniform at Rochester, New York, 
to exemplify the Order of Malta. 

Four charters were granted by the Grand Master during his 
administration for Preceptories Prince Albert, Crusader, 
Saskatoon, and Westminster. 

Reason for suspensions is given that members come to the 
Order for the purpose of using the Preceptory as a stepping 
stone to another Order. ,

The Thirty-seventh Annual Conclave, held in the city of 
Denver, September 20, 1912. 
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All the Grand Officers present, with the exception of the 
Grand Sword Bearer, fifteen Past Grand Commanders, and 
the Representatives of the thirty-one Commanderies. 

The first business was the reception of V.. E-. Sir Leonidas P. 
Newby, Grand Standard Bearer of the Grand Encampment, 
and R.. E..Sir John H. Nicholson, Past Grand Commander 
of Indiana, who were ushered into the Asylum and cordially 
welcomed, response being made by V-. E.. Sir Newby. R... Eu. 
Sir John H. Nicholson also responded to the words of welcome, 
after which the roll of deceased Grand Commanders was called 
by the Grand Recorder, he announcing the deaths of seven 
Past Grand Commanders.

In response to the address of welcome and speaking for the 
Representatives of the various Grand Jurisdictions here as- 
sembled, I desire to acknowledge your knightly greeting, and 
it will be a privilege and a pleasure to make known to the 
various Grand Jurisdictions we represent your hearty expres- 
sions of welcome. In August, 1913, an opportunity will be 
afforded to the Grand Commandery of Colorado to entertain 
the Grand Encampment during the session of the Thirty-second 
Triennial Conclave. On behalf of the Jurisdictions we repre- 
sent, we trust you will take that opportunity and be privileged 
to meet the officers and Sir Knights of these Jurisdictions, as 
such occasions cannot fail to stimulate and promote interest 
in the tenets and principles that lie at the foundation of true 
Templarism. I feel justified in predicting that your plans for 
the entertainment of the Sir Knights on that occasion will be 
so complete that when they return to their respective homes, 
they will not only know the geographical location of Colorado, 
but will also be impressed with the fact that Freemasonry, of 
which Templarism is a branch, has not been neglected in this 
Grand Jurisdiction. Once more, Right Eminent Sir, on behalf 
of the Grand Representatives here assembled, I desire to thank 
you for your courteous and knightly greeting.” 
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The address of R.. E..Grand Commander Frank P. Tanner 
follows, in which he pays fitting tribute to the deceased fraters 
of his own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

He also had a word to say about the Thirty-second Triennial 
Conclave, saying that the Grand Commandery of Colorado 
was about to greet and entertain the Templar hosts of our 
broad land, and when the Thirty-second Triennial Conclave 
shall have passed into history an added luster would radiate 
from the banner of Colorado. Verily he told the truth, for 
the Conclave was one, not only of spectacular interest, but of 
much importance to the Order. : 

He granted few dispensations: one to move the meeting 
place of a Commandery and another to open a Commandery 
of Knights Templar at Lamar, Colorado, to be called Malta 
Commandery. Four applications ‘for dispensations for new 
Commanderies were denied, for good and sufficient reasons, 
as set forth in his address. 

His decisions were few in number and all for constitutional 
purposes. Among the number was one relative to the validity 
of the expulsion of a Sir Knight by the Commandery without 
trial, the Sir Knight having been previously sentenced to 
indefinite suspension by the Blue Lodge. His decision was 
that a Commandery may not change the sentence imposed 
by the Blue Lodge except by trial, as provided by the Statutes 
of the Grand Encampment. 

In his conclusion he reports that during the year the interest 
in Templar Masonry had been steadily growing, and the con- 
dition of the several Commanderies throughout the Juris- 
diction had improved to an extent that should be eminently 
satisfactory to all. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows a general fund, 
with balance on hand of $9,176.27; disbursements, $2,493.74.

$6,682.53. i 

The report of the Grand Recorder shows membership of 
2,712, a net gain for the year of 180. 

At the election of officers Sir Cornelius J. Hart was elected 
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Grand Commander and Sir Charles H. Jacobson reélected 
Grand Recorder. 

Announcement being made that V..E..Sir Richard H. 
Repath, Deputy Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery 
of Wyoming, was in waiting, the Grand Commander ordered 
that he be admitted under escort, when he was cordially 
welcomed. 

A resolution was read by the Grand Recorder, which was in 
substance as follows: 


“Resolved, That the Knights Templar of the United States 
of America, who stand for good will toward men, be permitted 
to display or carry a peace flag (similar to the one accompanying 
this memorial), as may be designated by the Commandery, 
thereby declaring themselves for universal peace among all 
ae, as taught by our Grand Master and Guide, the Prince 
of Peace. 


The balance of the proceedings were of purely local interest.

The Great Priory was holden in Mark Mason’s Hall, Great 
Queen Street, London, W. C., Friday, December 8, 1912. 

There were present four Knights of the Grand Cross, eight 
Provincial Priors, and thirteen Knights Commander. 

The report showed 142 Preceptories, with a membership of 
3,001, a net gain of 91. 

Among the important matters reported was that the Great 
Priory of England had agreed to recognize the Grand Priory of 
Helvetia as the governing body of the Order of the Temple in 
Switzerland. 

Warrant was granted for a new Preceptory in the town of 
Shrewsbury. A centenary warrant was granted to Prudence 
Preceptory, located at Ipswich. Prince Edward Preceptory 
was also granted centenary warrant. 

The Council reported that the Order is flourishing and pros- 
perous all over the world, and that harmonious relationships 
continue between the sister bodies in Ireland and Scotland and 
between those beyond the seas. 

Fitting mention was made of the death of Most Eminent 
Pro Grand Master, the Earl of Euston, which was communi- 
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cated at the dinner table, and as a token of respect to his 
memory the usual formalities were dispensed with. The 
Proceedings contain an elaborate memorial of this Eminent 
Sir Knight. 

There were many distinguished visitors present, among whom 
was our dear friend and distinguished Sir Knight, Most Eminent 
Sir William P. Ryrie, Supreme Grand Master of the Dominion 
of Canada. He was received and welcomed with honors.

The Nineteenth Annual Conclave held in the city of Tampa, 
March 19, 20, 1913. 

Grand Commandery was opened in the Asylum of Ivanhoe 
Commandery, No. 8, in the Masonic Temple, at ten o’clock in 
the morning, all the Grand Officers being present, nine Past 
Grand Commanders and the Representatives of twenty-two 
sister Grand Jurisdictions, the Representative of Massachu- 
setts and Rhode Island being present. 

Immediately following the opening and appointment of 
committees, the Grand Commander delivered his address. 
Among other things he says, ‘“‘We have now reached the first 
stage in the experiment of going from place to place with our 
Annual Conclaves, as may from time to time seem expe- 
dient. Let us hope that, beginning here, the movement 
may result in creating a more active and widespread interest 
in these meetings and in the Order of Christian Knighthood 
generally.” 

Under Necrology he pays fitting tribute to the worth and 
memory of departed fraters of his own and sister Grand Juris- 
dictions. 

The Grand Recorder’s report shows membership of 1,146, a 
gain of 34. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts, with 
balance on hand, of $2,835.08; expenditures of $2,129.94.

Among the resolutions adopted was the following: 


“Resolved, That the subordinate Commanderies be and are 
hereby instructed to so amend their by-laws as to eliminate all 
matters repugnant to the provisions of the Constitution and 
Statutes of the Grand Encampment and of the Statutes of this 
Grand Commandery as adopted at this Annual Conclave, using 
the Uniform Code of By-Laws as a basis, and the Recorder of 
each Commandery is directed to send a copy of the by-laws so 
adopted to the Grand Recorder, to be presented to the Grand 
Commandery at its next Annual Conclave.” 


The election of officers resulted in the election of Sir Knight 
Will C. Andress, Grand Commander, Sir Knight Wilber P. 
Webster reélected Grand Recorder. 

The balance of the business of the Conclave was routine. 

Grand Commandery adjourned with prayer by the Grand 
Prelate, and the Sir Knights repaired to the banquet hall, 
where they enjoyed a lunch prepared by the ladies, during which 
a Past Grand Commander’s jewel was presented to the retiring 
Grand Commander, John H. Weddell.

The Fifty-second Annual Conclave held in the city of 
Columbus, May 14 and 15, 1913. 

Preceding the opening of Grand Commandery a parade 
and review was had. Arriving at the Asylum addresses of 
welcome were made, at the conclusion of which adjournment 
was made for lunch. 

After lunch the Sir Knights returned to the Asylum and 
the Grand Recorder having reported a quorum of the members 
present, after prayer by the Grand Prelate, Grand Commandery 
was opened in due form for the transaction of business. 
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The address of R..E..Sir F. T. Petri contains much of 
interest, and we should have been pleased to excerpt much of 
it, but space forbids. In it he says, “Whatever joy and pleasure 
we may find in this Conclave, there comes the blighting thought 
of loved ones gone before, whose places are vacant, whose warm 
handelasp, whose fraternal greetings, and living, breathing 
presence we miss today.” Conforming to a beautiful custom 
of the past, all arose and uncovered heads and paid homage to 
those who had crossed the river of Life since they last met. 

He stated he had been agreeably surprised at the absence of 
any applications for decisions, and also at the small number of 
requests for dispensations. Evidently the fraters of that 
Jurisdiction are fully conversant with the laws of the Order. 

In requests for his opinion he calls attention to the Statutes of 
Grand Commandery of Knights Templar for the State of 
Georgia, one article reading: 


“A Commandery may enact a by-law fixing annual dues 
and providing that members in arrears for two years shall be 
ineligible to office and not entitled to vote, but the disqualifi- 
cation may be removed on payment of arrearages and by a 
majority vote.” Regarding a delinquent member he quotes 
from the Statutes, ““No Sir Knight, member of a subordinate 
Commandery, shall be stricken from the roll for non-payment 
of dues until after trial. If a member shall have been in arrears 
for the space of twelve months, he may be summoned to appear 
at a regular meeting of the Commandery, to show cause why 
he has not paid said dues, and on his so appearing the Com- 
mandery shall act in its discretion by remitting said dues, giving 
further time or suspending without further notice. And 
whether he appear or not, Commandery may act at its dis- 
cretion.” 


Another matter brought to his attention relative to fees for 
the Order was one relative to a clergyman who was Knighted 
a year ago and gave a check for $30, the regular fee. The 
Commandery agreed that they would return it. The Recorder, 
upon being ordered to return the fee, by vote of the Com- 
mandery and order of the Commander, made a voucher under 
protest. The Commander claimed that it was a case of charity 
and not a return of the fee, and threatened to remove the 
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Recorder if he failed to sign the voucher. The R.. E..Grand 
Commander sustained the Recorder, advising him that his 
stand was a proper one, and not to sign a voucher under con- 
ditions as stated. Furthermore, that if he was removed by the 
Commander of the Commandery, that the Grand Commandery 
would stand by him. 

On the question of soliciting votes in Grand Commandery 
we excerpt from his address: 


“Quite a number of Commanderies in our Jurisdiction seem 
to be imbued with the pardonable ambition that one of their 
sons be represented on the official roster of the Grand Com- 
mandery, and in order that their candidate’s name be placed 
prominently before the Sir Knights of our State, have resorted 
to the issuing and mailing of circulars bearing on the merits 
and claims for recognition of their respective candidates. 

“While this has been indulged in in the past, no step to pre- 
vent has been taken, as far as I know. I am sure that the Sir 
Knights who put their names to these communications were 
positive that with the example having set before they were 
acting within their rights. But the storm of protest that this 
year’s crop of circulars on this subject has called forth, and 
the number of letters deprecating this mode of soliciting support 
for their favorite son or sons, will not allow me to, even were 
I so inclined, pass it unnoticed, and I therefore recommend 
that this Grand Body place its stamp of disapproval on any 
written or printed communication in the nature of a solicitation 
for votes to any office in the Grand Commandery of Knights 
Templar or signed by a Templar committee, and that any Sir 
Knight or Sir Knights violating this recommendation, if it is 
approved by this Grand Commandery, be guilty of unknightly 
conduct and punishable as such therefor.” 


An application was received for dispensation to form a 
Commandery at Chickamauga, Georgia, dispensation for which 
was granted on January 17. : 

Of the state of the Order, he says that Grand Commandery 
has every reason to be congratulated upon its condition and 
that universal harmony prevails, and that while in a very few 
isolated quarters inactivity may be charged, that by the in- 
coming Grand Commander personally assuming charge of 
these inactive Commanderies, he is sure great good will be 
accomplished. 
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In his conclusion he takes occasion to thank the Grand 
Recorder, “who, by his kindly, helpful advice made smoother 
the pathway my feet have trod.” 

The report of the Grand Recorder shows membership of 
2,888, a net gain of 160. 

Report of the Committee on Finances shows total receipts of 
$18,999.78; disbursements, $7,632.42. 

The report of the Committee on Memorials occupies twelve 
pages of the Proceedings, in which loving tribute is paid to the- 
memory of their own deceased members and the distinguished 
dead of sister Grand Jurisdictions, and among them we find 
memorial to our departed Grand Commander, Sir Lafayette 
G. Blair, and Charles A. Stott. 

The election of officers resulted in the election of Sir Knight 
Augustus G. Miller, Grand Commander, and Eminent Sir 
Charles 8. Wood, reélected Grand Recorder. 

The report of the Committee on Correspondence is by 
Eminent Sir Charles 8. Wood, and occupies one hundred and 
seven pages. He thoroughly and courteously reviews all the 
Proceedings that have been received. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island is given two pages.

The Fifty-ninth Annual Conclave held in the city of Craw- 
fordsville, May 14 and 15, 1913. 

The members of Grand Commandery rendezvoused at the 
Masonic Temple at 1.30 o’clock on May 14th, for the purpose 
of participating in a parade. Immediately following the parade 
an exhibition drill was given by Raper Commandery, No. 1. 

At the conclusion of the drill Grand Commandery was duly 
opened in Fifty-ninth Annual Conclave, in the Asylum of 
Crawfordsville Commandery, No. 25, Masonic Temple, all the 
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Grand Officers being present, fifteen Past Grand Commanders, 
and the Representatives of thirty-two sister Grand Jurisdic- 
tions. We are pleased to find that among the number was 
R..E..Sir Leonidas P. Newby, representing Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. 

Immediately after the opening of Grand Commandery, 
V..E.. Sir Leonidas P. Newby, Grand Standard Bearer of the 
Grand Encampment, was duly received and graciously acknowl- 
edged the words of welcome. 

Grand Commander Charles M. Zion then delivered his 
annual address. Among other things he says he well remem- 
bers the first session of Grand Commandery which he attended, 
and that action was then taken to borrow money to conduct 
the business of the Grand Commandery for the next ensuing 
year. That today he was pleased to announce they had almost 
doubled their membership and the treasury now contains many 
thousands of dollars surplus, and an investment income which 
enters largely into defraying their expenses, and that “all 
this speaks as with a thousand tongues of all the labors of love 
which the Sir Knights have given and granted to it because of 
its worth and merit.” 

He also pays loving tribute to the departed fraters of his own 
and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

His dispensations were many, but all for constitutional pur- 
poses. He also announced the constitution of Gary Com- 
mandery, to which a charter was granted at the Annual 
Conclave of 1912. 

He also reports being in the East and making the trip from 
Boston to Lexington and Concord over the ground made his- 
toric by our Revolutionary fathers, and mentions the bronze 
and granite monument erected on the Park at Lexington as 
a memorial to the Minute Men of ’75, who “fired the shot 
heard round the world.” He notes that engraved upon the 
monument were these words, “Stand Your Ground.” He 
states that while those brave men had their conflict, with their 
King, the Knights Templar of today have most serious problems 
to face in the social, industrial, and political questions, and if 
the Knights Templar of Indiana united in one common pur- 
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pose they would have a tremendous power and influence for all 
that is good, and when properly exercised would accomplish 
much for the public welfare. 

We wish we had known of the distinguished frater’s presence 
in Boston, as we would have tried to have shown him more that 
had been done by the men of Massachusetts to establish the 
prosperity of the nation. 

The address of R.*. E..Sir Zion is a well-written document, 
and there are many things in it we should have liked to excerpt, 
but space and expense forbid. 

The Grand Treasurer reported total receipts, with bal- 
ance on hand, of $15,237.09; disbursements of $5,356.68, 
leaving balance on hand of $9,970.41; the total assets of 
Grand Commandery in cash and securities amounting to 
$23,159.91. : 

From the Grand Recorder’s report we note membership of 
7,230, a net increase for the year of 260. 

The election of officers resulted in the election of Sir Knight 
Joseph G. Ibach, Grand Commander, E..Sir Calvin W. 
Prather reélected Grand Recorder. 

The report of the Committee on Correspondence is by Sir 
Joseph A. McKee, and occupies eighty-cight pages of the Pro- 
ceedings, giving a concise and comprehensive review of all the 
Grand Commanderies under the Jurisdiction of the Grand 
Encampment, with the exception of New Mexico. He also 
includes Canada, Scotland, England, and Wales. Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island is courteously reviewed, two and 
one half pages being devoted to the same.

The Sixtieth Annual Conclave to be held in Masonic 
Temple, Indianapolis, May 13, 1914. 
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Iowa, 1913 


The Fiftieth Annual Conclave was held in Templar Park, 
Spirit Lake, commencing July 8, 1913. 

All the Grand Officers present. The first business after the 
opening was the reception of distinguished visitors, among 
whom was R.. E..Sir George A. Pettigrew, Past Grand Com- 
mander and present Grand Recorder of the Grand Commandery 
of South Dakota, who was introduced and duly welcomed. 

The address of Right Eminent Sir F. O. Ellison followed. 
He gives a faithful transcript of the transactions of his office 
during the year, paying due respect to the illustrious dead of 
the Jurisdiction. 

His dispensations were few and for constitutional purposes. 
Among the dispensations refused was one in which a Com- 
mandery requested dispensation to confer the Orders at a place 
other than its regular meeting place. Another refusal was to 
a Commandery to change the date of its stated Conclave. 

He made no official decisions worthy of note, as the requests 
for decisions were all of minor importance and were readily 
answered by the laws governing the Order. 

He reports the constituting of Mt. Lebanon Commandery, 
No. 61, stationed at Clarion, Iowa. 

In his conclusion he says the records of the past year are full 
of glorious achievements and never have the principles of Tem- 
plary been more ably advocated and more zealously defended 
than at the present time. He also has a good word for the 
Grand Recorder. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts, with 
balance on hand, of $12,262.24; expenditures of $9,718.04. 

From the Grand Recorder’s report we find that the contri- 
butions by the Commanderies in Iowa for the relief of the 
flood sufferers was $775. He also reports membership Decem- 
ber 31, 1912, 6,737, a net increase during the year of 397, the 
number of enrolled Commanderies being 65. 

The Representatives of twenty-six sister Grand Jurisdictions 
were reported present, among whom we find Sir Knight W. F. 
Fidlar, of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
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Letters of regret were received from many prominent fraters 
throughout the United States and were duly recorded. 

In the report of the Committee on Appeals and Grievances 
we find that nothing had been placed before them for con- 
sideration, and the jurisdiction is to be congratulated upon 
this fact. 7 

The Committee on Commanderies under Jurisdiction re- 
ported in favor of granting charters to Mizpah Commandery, 
No. 62, Azgad Commandery, No. 63, Melita Commandery, 
No. 64, and Azotus Commandery, No. 65. 

The volume also contains a report by a Committee on Necro- 
logy, which is an able document, and pays fitting tribute to 
the deceased fraters of their own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

Among the interesting doings of Grand Commandery was 
the report of a Committee on Jurisprudence relative to lost 
rituals, and we excerpt the same: 


“The subject is one fraught with difficulty and far from easy 
of solution. The remedies we suggest are tentative only, but 
after careful thought we believe a trial is desirable, time alone 
will demonstrate their efficacy. Certain it is that the present 
method of security has not produced satisfactory results, and 
if safety in caring for these books is desirable, and as to that 
we think there are not two opinions, then some change is 
desirable. 

“Preliminarily let us say that all rituals are the property of 
the Grand Encampment. Four are delivered to each Com- 
mandery, and each copy bears a serial number. Our Grand 
Recorder each year asks a receipt through the Recorder of the 
several Commanderies from each new officer for the ritual 
delivered to him, yet every once in a while a copy, as the Trish- 
man says, ‘turns up missing,’ and often on being ‘jacked up 
by our most efficient Grand Recorder, the local official meta- 
phorically snaps his fingers and says: ‘Well, we haven’t got 
it; what are you going to do about it?’ No penalty for loss 
is provided, and, strange as it may seem, fraters are to be found 
in this fair State of avaricious soul and elastic conscience who 
will simply pocket a ritual, and if you insist on it solemnly 
swear that he is utterly ignorant of its whereabouts, and again, 
what are you going to do about it? Even more, fraters are 
found of such a careless and accommodating nature that they 
will oblige the Recorder by signing for a ritual not yet turned 
over to them, and Grand Recorder Brownlee tells us that one 
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was carried in this way for five years. All there is left is for 
the Commandery to get along without the copy or for the 
Grand Recorder to obligingly write to the Grand Encampment 
for another, and so the merry contest for a surreptitious copy 
goes on. 

‘Tn its search for a panacea your committee wrote the Grand 
Recorder of each Grand Commandery in this country, and 
received courteous replies from some forty of them. A copy 
of our circular letter is attached. 

“A few jurisdictions, mostly small in numbers, have had no 
trouble; some have been much bothered, many had no sug- 
gestions, but were in an eminently receptive mood and no one 
had an absolute cure. ‘ . 

“The reason for the last is not hard to find. There is always 
present, as the largest factor, the extremely uncertain element 
of human nature, and as long as it is a factor it is useless to 
indulge in the Utopian dream of a panacea. 

“The correspondence has, however, given us many most 


. excellent ideas, and it is with pleasure that we acknowledge our 


indebtedness. We have gone through all our information with 
great care, and have boiled things down to two plans of action, 
the first of which has been tried with splendid success by a 
Grand Commandery of considerable size. Under this plan 
the loss of a ritual results in fining the offending Commandery 
$25, with a rebate of $15 if the lost one afterwards turns up. 
This method touches a vital and supersensitive spot, the pocket- 
book, and we are told that it is wonderful what a scratching 
around there is to avoid the fine, and that whereas every year 
prior to the enactment of the law two or three rituals were 
reported ‘not found,’ since then, but one has ‘turned up 
missing.’ 

“We are, however, not abidingly satisfied that such a drastic 
law is advisable. It hardly seems fair to mulct a Commandery 
for the sin of one of its members, and we therefore turn to the 
second method, a thorough trial of which we recommend. If 
it does not work we shall be in favor of trying the efficacy of 
the fine. 

“Our plan is to provide annual inspection for each Com- 
mandery, extending the time somewhat and reducing the num- 
ber of Inspectors. Personally we favor their appointment at 
the annual conclave so that they may meet, compare notes, 
and try for uniformity. At these inspections all rituals are 
to be delivered to the Inspector, who, after taking the number 
of the book, shall return it to the holder, and make report to 
the Grand Commander of the fact. Failure to produce the 
rituals without satisfactory excuse results in loss of represen- 
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tation at the next annual conclave. In addition we believe 
the Grand Commander should, in extreme eases, be given the 
authority to arrest the charter of the Commandery. 

“Secondly. All rituals should be delivered to the Recorder 
prior to the annual installation. At that function the installing 
officer delivers them, and shall not under penalty install any 
officer for whom a ritual has not been delivered. Failure 
without excuse entirely satisfactory to the Grand Commander 
to produce a ritual at installation is made an offense, and in 
addition in extreme cases the charter may be arrested. 

“We have thus provided a triple check, one at inspection, 
the usual one by the Recorder, and one at installation, the first 
and last with suitable penalties. We believe that a law without 
penalty would better never be enacted, and that this failure 
has made the present method of no avail. 

“Tf these suggestions, faithfully applied, as they will be by 
cour Grand Commander, do not produce results your committee 
will be greatly surprised.” 


At the election of officers Sir Preston L. Sever was elected 
‘Grand Commander and R... E.*. Sir David M. Brownlee reélected 
Grand Recorder. 

The report on Correspondence is by Em... Sir C. C. Clark 
for the committee, and occupies ninety-eight pages, and con- 
tains a prologue and an epilogue. The various Jurisdictions 
are ably and faithfully reviewed, with comments kindly ex- 
pressed, and is a readable and painstaking paper. Certainly 
much time must have been devoted to the same. 

Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives attention with three 
pages, in which your reviewer’s work is commended, and we 
assure Sir Clark that we heartily appreciate his commen- 
dation.

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On the first day’s session, previous to the opening, the several 
Commanderies in attendance assembled at their respective 
headquarters and proceeded to the Christian Church on High 
Street, where services were held, consisting of an address of 
welcome, response, and divine service, after which the members 
of Grand Commandery proceeded to the Court House, where a 
most enjoyable dinner was served by the ladies of Paris and 
Bourbon County, at the conclusion of which Grand Com- 
mandery was opened in the Circuit Court room, all the Grand 
Officers being present. 

The first business was the reception of V.. E..Sir Joseph K. 
Orr, Grand Senior Warden of the Grand Encampment and 
official representative of the Grand Master. 

The address of R.. E..Grand Commander William Yeoman 
followed. Under the head of ‘Knightly Dead”’ we excerpt 
the following: 


“Once more we are together and while our hearts are 
saddened and bowed in grief to know that from the roster are 
dropped the names of illustrious fraters, some of whom have 
rendered valued and faithful service to their country and our 
beloved Order, we are thankful to an all-wise Providence that 
our records will again show that we have not been called on to 
mourn the loss of any of our official members, past or present, 
many of whom have been active and prominent in the affairs 
of this Grand Body for years. Forty-four of our beloved 
fraters have completed the pilgrimage of life during the past 
year, who, as Templars, were taught to imitate the virtues of 
the Immaculate One, so that we have reason for the hope that 
they are now enjoying His blessed companionship. That their 
names and virtues may be perpetuated on our records, I recom- 
mend that the Committee on Necrology prepare suitable 
memorials for our deceased fraters.” 


He also reports the constitution of Elizabethtown Com- 
mandery, No. 37, on August 14, 1911. 

Under the head of “Decisions” he reports that no questions 
of law having come to him for decision there was nothing to 
report. 

That R..E..Sir Yeoman is not in favor of electioncering 
circulars is evidenced by the following: 


- 
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“T have received a number of circular letters, sent out by 
and bearing the seal of Commanderies of the Grand Jurisdiction, 
citing that certain Sir Knights were the ‘duly elected choice’ 
of their respective Commanderies for an office in the Grand 
Commandery of kentucky, and I have also received a number 
of letters from members of the Grand Commandery sharply 
criticising and condemning the practice, which seems to be 
growing at a rate much too rapid and altogether out of harmony 
with the dignity of this Grand Commandery. 

“‘T fully realize that the life and growth and future welfare 
of our Grand Commandery depends entirely on the enthusiasm, 
energy, and zeal of our Subordinate Commanderies, and in 
turn, the welfare and prosperity of the Subordinate Com- 
manderies depends on the interest of each individual member. 
I believe that advantage should be taken of every opportunity 
to stimulate the individual Sir Knights and the Subordinate 
Commanderies in Templar Masonry and the work of the Grand 
Commandery, but it should be done in the right way. 

“After mature deliberation and consultation with the Grand 
Master, I am of the opinion that this practice is wholly out of 
place and not in keeping with the traditions of the Grand 
Commandery of Kentucky, and will, if allowed to continue 
unrestricted, be conducive of discord and discontent and 
productive of factions and cliques, and in every way tend to 
mar the peace and tranquility that should at all times exist 
in every Masonic body, but more especially in the magnanimous 
and chivalric order of Christian Knighthood.” 


Under the head of ‘‘Recommendations” we excerpt the 
following: 


“Our Grand Master, in looking over the Statutes and Regu- 
lations of the Grand Commandery of Kentucky, found in our 
Regulations a law that he suggests ought to be repealed. It 
is Sections 261, 320, and 415 of our Regulations, and reads: 

“¢The custom of soliciting Masons to apply for the Orders 
of Knighthood is an evil greatly to be deprecated. It lowers 
the dignity of Knighthood and degrades the Templar Orders. 
It is grossly unjust to Capitular Masonry. It is a violation 
of the ancient landmark, which requires the postulant to come 
of his own free will and accord.’ 

“We have reason to believe that the above law has been 
violated by our Commanderies and should no longer appear 
as one of our regulations. I therefore recommend that the 
Grand Commandery act upon the suggestion of Grand Master 
Melish and repeal the law. I will read you a part of what 
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he says about this law, as I do not think he would object to 
my doing so: 

«There is nothing in the Grand Encampment law that forbids 
the solicitation of petitions for initiation into the Orders of the 
Commandery. To my mind there is no reason on earth why 
we should not solicit the right sort of men to become members 
of the Christian Masonic Orders of Knighthood. If we are 
in the work of bettering our brother Masons, and in bringing 
them under influence of our Christian Order and its teachings, 
then it is not only our right, but it is our duty to solicit Masons 
to apply for the Orders of Knighthood. 

““The claim that “it lowers the dignity of Knighthood and 
degrades the Templar Order’ is not a tenable one. The claim, 
“TItis grossly unjust to Capitular Masonry,” is a very remarkable 
statement, and cannot be supported by any good argument. 
The claim also that “It is a violation of ancient landmarks, 
which require the postulant to come of his own free will and 
accord,” is, in my opinion, all nonsense. Our Order has no 
such “landmarks,” and never did have. This law of the Grand 
Commandery of Kentucky is violated every day in the year by 
the Sir Knights¥of the Commanderies of Kentucky.’ ” 


In his conclusion he has a kindly word of appreciation for 
the fraters who had faithfully served and advised him during 
his incumbency, and E..Sir Alfred H. Bryant receives kindly 
commendation. 

The report of the Grand Recorder is a full and complete 
record of the transactions of his office during the year. He 
reports the membership on May 1, 1912, 4,683, making a net 
gain of 256. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts, with balance on hand, 
$8,284.18; balance on hand after disbursements, $2,289.71. 

The report of the Committee on Credentials showed that all 
the Grand Officers were present, twelve Past Grand Com- 
manders and the Representatives of twenty-seven sister Grand 
Jurisdictions. We are pleased to note that among the number 
was E.*. Sir Henry G. Sandifer, Representative of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island. 

The Committee on Necrology made a splendid report of the 
deceased fraters of their own and sister Grand Jurisdictions, 
the same occupying thirty-one pages of the Proceedings. 

The Committee on Grievances and Appeals took great 
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pleasure in reporting that no matter of grievance or contention 
had been reported to them for consideration. 

At the election of officers Sir Knight Lee D. Ray was elected 
Grand Commander, Sir Knight Alfred H. Bryant reélected 
Grand Recorder. 

The report of the Committee on Correspondence, by Em.’ Sir 
William W. Clarke, Chairman, is an able review of forty-five 
Grand Jurisdictions, and that the work of the committee was 
faithfully and ably accomplished is evident to all who may 
have the pleasure of reading the same. Massachusetts and 
Rhode Island receives kindly attention, and your correspondent 
extends his grateful thanks for the kindly mention.

The Sixty-sixth Annual Conclave held at Owensboro, May 
21 and 22, 1913. 

The volume, like all others than emanate from this Juris- 
diction, is a credit to the Recorder and printer. Splendid 
halftones of Lee D. Ray, Grand Commander 1912-1918, and 
Thomas P. Satterwhite, Jr., Grand Commander 1913-1914, 
open the volume. 

Preceding the opening of Grand Commandery a reception 
was given in honor of Grand Commandery, by Grand Com- 
mander R.’. E..Sir Lee D. Ray and daughter, at his residence, 
followed by a reception and dance to the visiting Sir Knights, 
by Acacia Chapter, No. 34, of the Order of the Eastern Star. 
Automobile rides and other festivities were also enjoyed. 

The Conclave was opened in Davis County Court House. 
The constituent Commanderies in attendance assembled in 
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their respective headquarters, formed and marched to the 
Settle Memorial Methodist Episcopal Church, where services 
were held. At the conclusion of the services at the church 
escort was formed under direction of the Grand Captain- 
General and the officers and representatives of Grand Com- 
mandery proceeded to the Court House, where Grand Com- 
mandery was opened in ample form at two o’clock in the 
afternoon. 

All the Grand Officers present, with the exception of the 
Grand Treasurer, who was unavoidably detained. 

The first business was the reception of distinguished guests, 
among whom was E.°. Sir Nelson Williams, Grand Generalissimo 
of the Grand Commandery of Ohio, and personal representative 
of the Most Eminent Grand Master, together with V.. E.. Sir 
Leonidas P. Newby, Grand Standard Bearer of the Grand 
Encampment, who were introduced and received with the 
honors due their exalted rank. 

Grand Commander Ray’s address follows, occupying twenty- 
six pages of the Proceedings. 

Dispensations granted were few and for Constitutional 
purposes. Among those refused was one to receive and ballot 
upon a candidate at the same Conclave: 

Among his decisions was one that a subordinate Commandery 
could not by majority vote indicate an officer for election in 
the Grand Commandery. 

The report of the Grand Recorder shows membership of 
4,823, a gain for the year of one hundred and forty. The 
Grand Recorder also makes a full and detailed report of the 
transactions of his office, which embraces almost everything of 
interest occurring in the Jurisdiction. 

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts, with balance on 
hand, $8,044.71; disbursements, $4,757.89; balance on hand, 
$3,286.82. 

The Committee on Necrology present a complete report 
upon the departed fraters of their own and sister Grand Juris- 
dictions. 

At the second day’s session the roll of Grand Representatives 
was called, when twenty-one responded for sister Grand 
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Jurisdictions and were cordially welcomed by the Grand 
Commander. 

Under the head of ‘‘Guests” we note the Grand Commander 
called upon E..Sir Nelson Williams, Representative of the 
Grand Master of the Grand Encampment, for remarks, Sir 
Williams responding with a very entertaining and compli- 
mentary little speech, concluding with a poem which we excerpt: 


KENTUCKY FELICITATIONS 


I have many times heard of the warmth of the greeting 
Which always awaits those who visit you here; 

Of the welcome extended to Sir Knights and ladies 
On this side the waters of La Belle Riviere. 


Within the confines of our Grand Jurisdiction, 
We Buckeyes have heard many good people say, 

That no warmer hearts can be found in Kentucky 
Than those of the fraters before me today. 


I have heard of your horses so well bred and speedy, 
Of the blue grass that covers your valleys and hills; 

Some friends of mine say, and they know what they're saying, 
That none can excel the supply from your stills. 


The whole world has heard of your beautiful women, 
To whom your gallants sincere homage pay; 

And your men typify in the lives they are living 
That which Freemasonry stands for today. 


I have read the sweet songs of lamented Rob Morris, 
Who spread o’er the world his broad mantle of fame; 

And all sing the praises of Grant and his “Tactics,” 
And mention with pleasure his well-honored name. 


V..E..Sir Leonidas P. Newby being called upon, favored 
Grand Commandery with some interesting remarks. 

At the election of officers Sir Thomas P. Satterwhite, Jr., 
was elected Grand Commander; E..Sir Alfred H. Bryant 
reélected Grand Recorder. 

The report on Correspondence is by Sir William W. Clarke, 
and occupies seventy-eight pages of the Proceedings, in which 
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he ably reviews forty-three Grand Jurisdictions, and it is a 
splendid report. 

Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives courteous atten- 
tion, and we excerpt from his conclusion as follows: 


The thought has sometimes obtruded itself on our mind 
that, were more time and attention given to teaching the tenets 
and jurisprudence of the Order and less to securing perfection 
in its ritual, admirable results would follow. This, of course, 
is rank heresy. At least, it will be so considered in some quar- 
ters. Nevertheless, the thought, in our opinion, is worth some 
consideration. Which, for instance, is the better, to make of a 
candidate a Knight Templar by thoroughly indoctrinating him 
in the sublime teachings of the Order, or to make of him a Knight 
Templar by glibly uttering certain prescribed words so accu- 
rately that none will be omitted, and no word will be substi- 
tuted for the one prescribed? 

We would not be misunderstood. We believe that a knowl- 
edge of the ritual should be insisted on, but not to the exclusion 
of a knowledge of the doctrines and laws of the Order, nor so 
insistently as to overshadow and obscure them or to lead its 
membership to believe that a knowledge of its ritual was 
the one and only thing of importance to be desired. And, 
as between a knowledge of its laws and a thorough acquaintance 
with its teachings, the last, by all means, is to be preferred. 
That is, if the Order of the Temple is to be reckoned a factor in 
character building.

REPORT ON CORRESPONDENCE 39 


Minnesota, 1913 


The Forty-eighth Annual Conclave was held in the city of 
Minnesota, April 30, 1913. 

Exercises preliminary to the opening of Grand Commandery 
included a parade through the principal streets from the 
headquarters, at the West Hotel, to Masonic Temple, about 
three hundred Sir Knights being in line. 

All the Grand Officers present, and after the lines had been. 
formed Grand Commander George M. Stowe was duly received.. 
V.. E.. Sir Jehiel W. Chamberlin, Grand Junior Warden of the: 
Grand Encampment and personal representative of the M.. E.. 
Grand Master, was announced and officially received. R.. E.. 
Sir C. Olin Soule, Past Grand Commander of Iowa, and R.. E-. 
Sir Frank H. Sprague, Past Grand Commander of North 
Dakota, were officially received and welcomed. 

Upon calling the roll twenty-six of the thirty-one subordinate 
bodies were found to be represented. The Representatives of 
twenty-six Grand Jurisdictions were announced as being 
present, but among the number we do not find the Represen- 
tative of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

The Grand Commander’s address is a careful and detailed 
statement of the transactions of his ‘office during the year. 
He states it is with profound thankfulness that through the 
infinite mercy of Almighty God he is enabled to report that the . 
grim reaper, death, has not entered the ranks of the official 
family during the past year. 

He announced the constitution of Ivanhoe Commandery, 
No. 31, in the city of St. Peter, on May 3, 1912. 

Dispensations granted were few and for constitutional pur- 
poses only. Among those refused was one for a Commandery 
to turn out in uniform on Decoration Day, to participate in 
exercises with the G. A. R. He also refused two applications 
to act upon petitions out of time, for which he is to be com- 
mended. 

Among his decisions was one relative to a Masonic funeral 
conducted by a Blue Lodge, as to whether it was permissible 
for the Commandery to provide Knight Templar escort to the 
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cemetery, his decision being that “it is not only right and 
proper, under Section No. 127, of the Statutes of the Grand 
Encampment, but the duty of a Commandery when requested 
to do so, to act as escort for the Lodge at the interment of a 
brother Knight Templar who has requested burial with Masonic 
honors.” 

Relative to the report of the “Inspection of Commanderies,”’ 
he states the reports of the inspectors show that only twenty 

~ per cent of the membership was present at inspections. 

In his address he also recommends the appointment of a 
committee of three to prepare and present to the Commanderies 
of the State, a line of action on some of the vital questions of 
the day, “Child Labor,’ “Protection of Womanhood,” the 
“Social Evil,” or any one of the many problems that are before 
us and that must have the support of good men and true. 

He also states that from personal contact with the Com- 
manderies of the State he has discovered no note of discord, 
and all are endowed with an earnest desire to promote the 
welfare of mankind and do something for humanity. 

In conclusion he says that at the time of his election he made 
a promise that he has endeavored to keep honestly and con- 
scientiously, and his report of the transactions of his office 
show that he fully lived up to his promise. 

The Grand Treasurer reported receipts of $12,197.24; dis- 
bursements of $2,597.95. 

The report of the Committee on Appeals and Grievances 
shows that nothing had been presented to them for their con- 
sideration during the year, which speaks well for the condition 
of the Jurisdiction. 

The report of the Committee on Necrology pays fitting tribute 
to the honored dead of their own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

The Committee on Flood Sufferers reported they had received 
contributions of $490. 

The report of the Grand Recorder shows a membership of 
4,415, a gain for the year of 96. 

The election of Grand Officers resulted in the election of 
Sir Knight Nelson C. Pike as Grand Commander and Sir Knight 
John Fishel reélected as Grand Recorder. 
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The report on Correspondence is by our mutual friend, Sir 
John Fishel, who reports for the committee, and like all other 
reports that emanate from his pen, it is a concise and compre- 
hensive review of the Proceedings that have come to hand.

The Fifty-third Annual Conclave, held in the city of Hatties- 
burg, May 27 and 28, 1913. 

Grand Commandery was opened at ten o’clock in the fore- 
noon, all the Grand Officers being present, eight Past Grand 
Commanders, and the Representatives of twenty-two sister 
Grand Jurisdictions, Massachusetts and Rhode Island not being 
represented. 

Immediately after the appointment of committees, Grand 
Commandery was escorted by Mississippi Commandery, No. 1, 
to the Methodist Church, for devotional exercises, where a 
sermon was delivered by R..E..Sir De B. Waddell, Grand 
Prelate, his text being “The One and the Nine,” St. Luke, 
xvii. 17. After the sermon R.-. E... Sir Waddell made an appeal 
in behalf of the Protestant Orphan Asylum, located at Natchez, 
and the sum of $44.90 was collected and $380.00 subscribed 
by the Representatives of the Commanderies present. 

The Grand Commandery then repaired to the Asylum, where 
the address of R.. E.. Sir Robert J. Stigler, Grand Commander, 
was delivered. He paid fitting tribute to the memory of the 
deceased fraters of his own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

He reports the constitution of Laurel Commandery, No. 33. 

He granted but one dispensation, and that was for a Com- 
mandery to elect its officers at a special conclave. 
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He also reported that no questions had been presented for 
decision, which speaks well for the harmony prevailing in the 
Jurisdiction. 

Among his recommendations was one that the election of 
officers be held on the first day of the Conclave, in order that 
the incoming Grand Commander may have an opportunity 
to express his views and recommendations, so if there is any plan 
and purpose he wishes to carry out he can be given authority 
to do it during his tenure of office, instead of waiting until he 
goes out of office to recommend something for his successor 
to do. He also recommended that the Grand Commander be 
allowed a suitable contingent fund, to be used only in making 
official visitations. 

The Grand Treasurer reported that receipts, with balance 
on hand, were $3,672.80; expenditures, $162.50. There had 
been turned over to him the amount of $3,003.80, from the 
funds of the deceased Grand Treasurer, from whose report we 
note receipts, with balance on hand, of $5,638.66; expenditures 
of $2,634.86. 

The Grand Commander reported membership of 2,024, a 
net gain for the year of 67. 

Charter was granted to Macoomb Commandery, U.D., and 
the dispensation of Tupelo Commandery, U.D., was continued. 

The election of officers resulted in Sir Knight Joseph J. Brooks 
as Grand Commander and R..*. E.. Sir Oliver L. McKay reélected 
as Grand Recorder. 

The report on Correspondence is by R..E..Sir George B. 
Power. In his preface he pays a splendid tribute to the ability 
and worth of his predecessor, E..Sir De Lap. He says, 
“Tn offering this, my first review, I do it with the apology of 
inexperience,” but from reading the same we are of the opinion 
that if he can improve on the present issue he need have no 
fear of criticism in the future. His review is full and complete, 
and gives a concise and readable resumé of all the jurisdictions 
that came to hand. Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives 
courteous attention, and he has a good word of commendation 
for your correspondent, for which we doff our hat.

The Grand Commandery was opened at ten o’clock in the 
forenoon, all the Grand Officers present. 

Among the distinguished visitors. present were R.’. E-.Sir 
William L. Sharp, Grand Commander of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Illinois, and personal representative of the M.. E-. 
Grand Master of the Grand Encampment of the United States, 
together with R.’.E..Sir William F. Cleveland, Past Grand 
Commander of the Grand Commandery of Iowa and R~. E.. Sir 
Bestor G. Brown, Past Grand Commander of the Grand Com- 
mandery of Kansas, who were received and cordially welcomed. 

The address of Grand Commander Millard F. Faulkner 
followed, which occupies thirty pages of the Proceedings. His 
dispensations were many and all for constitutional purposes. 
He also reported he had refused dispensations to receive and 
ballot upon petitions at the same meeting, for which he is to 
be commended. 

Among his decisions was one that Sir Knights who had been 
suspended for not providing themselves with Templar uniform 
could only be reinstated by a majority vote, and that the Sir 
Knights would have to petition in the regular way for rein- 
statement. :

Grand Commandery convened in Masonic Temple at ten 
o’clock in the forenoon, all the Grand Officers being present, 
sixteen Past Grand Commanders and the representatives of 
the constituent Commanderies. 

Preceding the Session, after the calling of the roll was the 
welcome by the Mayor of the city of Elmira. 

Sir Arthur MacArthur, Deputy Grand Master of the 
Grand Encampment, was presented, and in his usual finished 
and eloquent manner addressed the Grand Commandery in 
response to the weleome of the R..1..Grand Commander, 
being followed by V.s.E..Sir Leonidas P. Newby, Grand 
Standard Bearer of the Grand Encampment, who was also 
presented and welcomed.

We cannot conceive wherein any harm 
can result to any Commandery by the operation of such a law.” 


A resolution was submitted by E..Sir Knight William J. 
Maxwell, relating to concurrent jurisdiction throughout the 
State, “That concurrent jurisdiction be given to the Com- 
manderies throughout the State over the candidates for the 
Orders of Knighthood,” and on motion it was laid over for 
action at the next Annual Conclave. 

The balance of the proceedings were purely local, and no 
doubt very interesting to the members of Grand Commandery. 

At the election of officers Sir Knight T. Henry Dumary was 
elected Grand Commander and R..E-.Sir Knight John E. 
Bonnington reélected Grand Recorder. 

The report of the Committee on Correspondence is by Sir 
John W. Jenkins, chairman of the committee, and occupies 
one hundred and sixty-five pages.

The Thirty-third Annual Conclave held in the city of Wil- 
mington, June 4, 1913. 

All the Grand Officers present, with the exception of the: 
Grand Sentinel; seven Past Grand Commanders, the Repre- 
sentatives of the constituent Commanderies and the Repre- 
sentatives of twenty sister Grand Jurisdictions, Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island not being represented. 

The first business was the reception of R.. E..Sir Elmore D. 
Hotchkiss, Past Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery 
of Virginia and the personal representative of the Grand Master 
of the Grand Encampment, who was received and cordially 
welcomed. 

The address of Grand Commander James C. Braswell fol- 
lowed. We quote from his address the}following recommen- 
dation: 

“The propriety of soliciting Royal Arch Masons to take the 
Orders of Knighthood has, for some time, been a mooted ques- 
tion in some Grand Commanderies and in a great many subor- 
dinate Commanderies. The same idea seems to prevail among 
Templars with respect to the solicitation by them of Royal 
Arch and other Masons to prefer their petition for the Orders, 
as obtains among Masons with respect to their solicitation of 
the uninitiated to take the degrees of Masonry. The cases are 
not at all analogous. While I could not for a moment approve 
the solicitation by Masons of the profane, yet it is my opinion 
that it is not only proper that worthy Royal Arch Masons 
should be informed that Templar Masonry is founded on the 
Christian religion and a practice of Christian virtues, that it 
tends to the moral uplift of all who are fortunate enough to 
become its followers, and that its honors and advantages are 
open to them, if they be found worthy, but I think it is the 
duty of each Sir Knight to present to every worthy Mason the 
aims and purposes of Templar Masonry and to use every 
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legitimate means to induce him to prefer his application for the 
Orders. A Sir Knight can be depended upon not to recom- 
mend one not worthy, and those who are worthy are wanted 
by us. I would, therefore, strongly urge the subordinate Com- 
manderies, and individual Sir Knights, to bestir themselves 
in the interest of the Orders, to the end that all worthy Masons 
may be united with us in this great and good work — not, how- 
ever, sacrificing quality to numbers. 

“Another practice which has so welded itself upon us that: it 
has virtually become a strong, unwritten law, is the promotion 
of officers year after year without due regard being had to 
the efficiency of those promoted. Merit alone should be the 
basis of all promotions, and without being thoroughly qualified 
to fill the office to which he aspires, such aspirant should not 
be promoted, however popular he may be, however long in 
line of promotion he may have been. When the officers of this 
and all subordinate Commanderies learn that efficiency and 
merit alone will earn promotion, and when each Sir Knight 
shall learn that he is not only expected but required to per- 
form the duties of the office to which he is elected, then, and 
then only, will our Commanderies attain that high standing 
to which the beauty and the purpose of the work so justly 
entitles them, The practice of Commanderies calling on the 
officers of other Commanderies to confer the Orders, and of the 
officers of a Commandery having the work done by Sir Knights 
not holding office, is to be discountenanced and should be 
discontinued. Let every officer faithfully perform the duty 
to which he is assigned, and let no Sir Knight be assigned to 
duty which he will not faithfully perform.” 


The Grand Treasurer reports receipts, with balance on hand, 
amounting to $4,024.56; balance on hand after disbursements, 
$2,133.43, and a permanent fund of $1,518.15. 

The report of the Grand Recorder shows membership of 
1,464, a net gain for the year of 134. 

The Committee on Charters and Dispensations report the 
granting of a charter to Appalachian Commandery at Minne- 
apolis. 

The Committee on Appeals and Grievances report nothing 
had’ been referred to them for consideration. 

The report of the Committee on Necrology pays fitting 
tribute to the deceased fraters of their own and sister Grand 
Jurisdictions, and we note they have reported under the head 
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of ‘Rhode Island” Past Grand Commanders Charles A. Stott 
and Lafayette G. Blair. Evidently they neglected. to say 
“Massachusetts and Rhode Island.” 

The balance of the doings of the session were purely local 
and of no interest to other than their own jurisdiction. 

At the election of officers Sir Knight Henry G. Smallbones 
was elected Grand Commander and E..Sir James C. Munds 
reélected Grand Recorder. 

The report on Correspondence is by E..Sir James South- 
gate, and we need only say that the report is like all others that 
emanate from his hands, an able and painstaking review and 
makes good reading.

Norru Dakota, 1913 


The Twenty-fourth Annual Conclave was held at Grand 
Forks, April 22 and 23, 1913. 

Grand Commandery was opened at 10.30 a.m., all the Grand 
Officers being present, eight Past Grand Commanders, and the 
Grand Representatives of twenty-five sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

Grand Commander Sylvester J. Hall briefly sets forth the 
transactions of his office. He states no question has come to 
him during the year requiring a decision on any point. His 
dispensations were few. 

Among his recommendations was one relative to the purchase 
of expensive badges for purposes of exchange at the Grand En- 
campment. He says it is a well-known fact that there are a 
large number of “badge cranks” at all the gatherings and a 
large number of these badges go into the hands of those who 
have no interest in the Order and only seek to gratify their 
desire to obtain as many different badges as possible, and 
recommended the elimination of the procuring of these badges. 
It seems, however, the committee appointed for that purpose 
did not agree with him and voted to purchase the badges. In 
the opinion of your correspondent it is time that this silly 
notion was done away with, as at all encampment sessions the 
rotundas and rooms of the hotels are choked to suffocation by 
“badge fiends,” and it has really become a nuisance that should 
be abated. 

Under the head of “Intoxicants” we quote the following: 


“Let me give you a bit of what I have seen recently; I give 
this, not as a type of all, neither is it alone in this respect. A 
certain Commandery had a petition from one who had been 
addicted to the intemperate use of intoxicants, and, believing 
this practice not to be in keeping with the tenets of our Order, 
put him on probation for a year. The petitioner made good 
and was admitted and at once presented with that for which 
they had held him out so long. Do you wonder that he taunted 
that Commandery with being inconsistent? The same Knight 
was present at the time of my visit and scarcely could a number 
of the Sir Knights wait for the dismissal by the Commander- 
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before a self-constituted triangle guard was promptly at the 
triangle, literally obeying the scriptural injunction to gather 
up the fragments, that nothing be lost, for all was gathered up 
whether in goblet or flagon. After such a solemn ceremony 
as takes place at the triangle, what must be the impression 
made upon the candidate when such practices follow? I have 
confidence to believe that this Grand Commandery will make 
it impossible for this to continue.” 


In his conclusion he pays fitting tribute to the ability and 
worth of the Grand Recorder, Sir Knight Stockwell, and no 
doubt he richly deserved all that could be said of him in com- 
mendation and praise. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts, with 
balance on hand, $3,444.29; balance on hand after disburse- 
ments, $1,814.55. An inspection fund of $28.45 and a Triennial 
Fund of $319.27. 

From the Grand Recorder’s report we find that the total 
membership is 1,423. 

The Proceedings contain a voluminous report on inspections, 
covering many pages. 

A petition was received for dispensation to form and open a 
Commandery in the city of Cando, which was referred to the 
Committee on Commanderies Under Dispensation. 

The volume also contains report of the Committee on Necro- 
logy, by E..Sir Walter L. Stockwell, in which fitting tribute 
is paid to the deceased fraters of their own and sister Grand 
Jurisdictions. 

An address on civic righteousness was presented by E-. Sir 
John Kx. Burleson, and is an interesting and readable document, 
and we should have liked to excerpt the whole of it, but space 
forbids. 

The Committee on Uniform Membership Card and Dimit 
made report, in which they recommended these matters be 
left to the Grand Council and Grand Recorder, with authority 
to provide suitable forms, have the same printed, and order 
their use by each Constituent Commandery. 

Contribution was taken up for the purpose of a flag for the 
Children’s Home of North Dakota, which resulted in the 
amount of $38.20, which was turned over to the superintendent. 
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At the election of officers Sir Andrew Ekern was elected 
Grand Commander and Sir Walter L. Stockwell reélected 
Grand Recorder. 

At the conclusion of the Conclave a jewel was presented to 
the retiring Past Grand Commander. It was also voted to 
present jewels to the widows of deceased Past Grand Com- 
manders, five in number. 

The report on Correspondence is by E.. Sir Walter L. Stock- 
well and occupies eighty-eight pages. It is a concise report of 
the transactions of sister Grand Jurisdictions and is a credit 
to the correspondent. 

Massachusetts and Rhode Island receives careful considera- 
tion. Sir Stockwell speaks plain and direct, and expresses his 
opinions freely and kindly.

All the Grand Officers present. 

Among the distinguished visitors received was Most Eminent 
Sir William B. Melish, Grand Master of the Grand Encamp- 
ment of the United States, and Very Eminent Sir Leonidas P. 
Newby, Grand Standard Bearer, and Rev. John M. Walden, 
D.D., Grand Prelate of the Grand Encampment; R.. E.. Sir 
George W. Vallery, Past Grand Commander of Colorado, and 
the official representative of the Grand Master, and R.. E.. Sir 
Harry E. Buckingham, Grand Commander of Pennsylvania, 
to all of whom the Grand Commander extended a cordial and 
fraternal greeting. 
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The Committee on Credentials reported seventeen Past

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The first business after the report of the Committee on 
Credentials was the reception of R..

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Jurisdiction routine doings and transactions of the conclaves 
are all that is necessary to be contained in such report. 

Massachusetts and Rhode Island is reviewed for 1910 
and 1911, and is a faithful exhibit of the transactions of 
this Grand Jurisdiction. He says a kindly word for your 
correspondent, for which he has our grateful acknowledg- 
ment.

Preceding the opening of Grand Commandery public exer- 
cises were held, including a parade and addresses of welcome. 

Grand Commandery was convened in the auditorium of the 
Young Men’s Christian Association at two o’clock in the 
afternoon. All the Grand Officers present. 

In his address, Grand Commander William G. Sheen sets 
forth the transactions of his office during his incumbency, 
paying fitting tribute to the Templar dead of his own and sister 
Grand Jurisdictions. 

He granted few dispensations, all of which were for Con- 
stitutional purposes. 

The report of the Grand Treasurer shows receipts, with 
balance on hand, of $10,143.83; expenditures of $2,355.88.

They do things down in Texas, as exhibited by the record 
of public ceremonies, which preceded the opening of Grand 
Commandery and other matters of interest that took place 
during this Sixtieth Annual Conclave. The public ceremonies 
consisted of a parade, musical programme, sermon by the Grand 
Prelate, and other ceremonies of an elaborate character, too 
numerous to quote. 

At the opening of the Grand Commandery all the Grand 
Officers were present, with the exception of the Grand Junior 
Warden and Deputy Grand Commander; twelve Past Grand 
Commanders and the Representatives of thirty-eight Com- 
manderies. 

Among the distinguished visitors present was M.. E.. Sir 
Henry B. Stoddard, Past Grand Master of the Grand Encamp- 
ment of the United States, who was received and suitably 
welcomed. It was noted that upon the stage was R... E.. Sir 
Robert M. Elgin, oldest and best beloved Past Grand Com- 
mander, and the Grand Commander expressed great grati- 
fication at his presence. 

Following the opening of Grand Commandery R... E.. Sir 
Judge G. Wooten, Grand Commander, delivered his address, 
in which he states the condition of the Order under the Grand 
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Jurisdiction of Texas will average with that of sister States, 


and while it may not be as prosperous as they would all like 
to see it, they have no cause to complain. 

Referring to losses by death in the Grand Jurisdiction, the 
Sir Knights were called to attention while the Grand Prelate 
led in devotions and the Grand Recorder called the roll. Fra- 
ternal and loving mention was made of those who had gone 
before and memorial pages are contained in the Proceedings. 

Dispensation was granted for a Commandery to be located 
at Lubbock. Dispensations were not numerous and were for 
constitutional purposes.

In his conclusion he pays fitting tribute to the Belvices and 
worth of the Grand Recorder, Sir Knight J. C. Kidd, saying, 
“He is a man—one who will not impose his opinions upon 
you; if, however, you get to the point that you are uncertain 
what to do or how to decide, you will find him By es) present 
help in time of trouble.’ ” Good for you, E-.

The Grand Treasurer reports receipts, including balance jon 
hand, $10,745.88; expenditures, $7,146.25; recapitulation 
and in the various funds of $22,230.46.

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The report of the Grand Recorder is full and complete, and 
shows that the present membership is 5,839, a net increase of 
285. Fifty-six chartered Commanderies, 
Under Dispensation. 

The roll call of Grand Representatives of sister Grand Juris- 
dictions was responded to by eighteen, who were presented, 
when they were welcomed by the Grand Commander. Re- 
sponses were made by the Representatives of Montana, Massa- 
chusetts and Rhode Island, Wisconsin, Oregon, and others. 

The election of officers resulted in the election of Sir Knight 
J. Jefferson Davis, Grand Commander, E..Sir John C. Kidd 
reélected Grand Recorder. 

Past Grand Commander’s jewel was presented to the retiring 
Grand Commander, Sir Judge G. Wooten, R.. E..Sir Sam P. 
Cochran making the presentation. 

The officers were then duly installed, and Grand Commandery 
adjourned.

The Fifty-fourth Annual Conclave was held in the city of 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin, October 8 and 9, 1912. 

All the Grand Officers present. ‘Immediately after the 
opening of the Conclave V-.E..Sir Jechiel W. Chamberlin, 
Grand Junior Warden of the Grand Encampment and special 
representative of the M..E..Grand Master, was duly received 
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and cordially welcomed, as was also R.. E-.Sir George W. 
Buck, Past Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of 
Minnesota. 

The address of the R.. E.. Grand Commander then followed, 
in which he pays fitting tribute to the memory of the deceased 
Templar dead of his own and sister Grand Jurisdictions. 

He also reported that Platteville Commandery, No. 35, was 
duly constituted on the 27th of October, 1911, also Neillsville 
Commandery, No. 36, on October 26, 1911, and Beaver Dam 
Commandery, No. 37, on October 12, 1911. 

The question was asked him if when a member has paid 
dues to a Commandery for a period of twenty years, and be 
clear upon the books, shall he be exempt from the payment of 
dues and a life membership issued to him. He said that such 
a by-law would be void, but that the Statutes of Grand En- 
campment provide that a Commandery may adopt a by-law 
providing ‘that members upon the payment of a fixed sum of 
money, in cash, may become life members, and thereafter be 
exempt from the payment of annual dues,” and that the 
payment of dues for twenty years is not the payment of a 
fixed sum of money in cash. 

He also rendered a decision that the officers of a Commandery 
could not go to any place other than their own Asylum and 
confer the Templar degrees upon candidates elected. 

A Commandery submitted a question as to whether an assess- 
ment of one dollar per head levied against each member who. 
shall be such on the first days of July, 1911, 1912, and 1913, 
the proceeds thereof to be used only for the general expenses 
of the Commandery on its pilgrimage to the Triennial Conclave 
to be held in Denver, for the purpose of printing, badges, music, 
maintenance of headquarters, etc., but such fund not to be 
used for the transportation, hotel, or other expenses of any 
individual of the Commandery, could be enforced. He wisely 
decided that this being an assessment for social entertainment, 
it could not be enforced. 


His dispensations were five in number, and were all for 
constitutional purposes. 
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In his conclusion he says that as he reads the history of the 
Order of the Temple in Wisconsin he can find no blot upon its 
escutcheon, and the folds of its banner have never been con- 
taminated. i 

He also expresses his hearty thanks to E..Sir Knight W. W. 
Perry, Grand Recorder, for his kindness and courtesy, his 
counsel and advice, and for his willingness to always extend 
a helping hand to advance the cause of Templarism. 

The report of the Committee on Credentials showed that 
thirty-one Representatives of sister Grand Jurisdictions were 
present. ;
